CONVENTION. 


New YorK, WEDNESDAY, 
SEPTEMBER 25, 1889. t 


THIS being the day appointed by the Constitution of the Protes- 
tant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of New York for the meeting 
of the Annual Convention, a number of the clergy and laity as- 
sembled for Divine Service, at 10 o’clock in the morning, at St. 
George’s Church, in the City of New York, the place appointed by 
the Bishop for the purpose. 

The sermon was delivered by the Rev. EH. W. Donald, [).D., 
Rector of the Church of the Ascension, New York. The Holy 
Communion was celebrated by the Bishop, who was assisted in the 
service and in theradministration by the Rev. Morgan Dix, D.D., 
Rector of Trinity Church, New York; the Rev. W.S. Rainsford, 
D.D., Rector of St. George’s Church, New York ; the Rev. F. B. 
Van Kleeck, Archdeacon of Westchester ; the Rev, W. R. Thomas, 
D.D., Archdeacon of Orange; the Rev. Alexander Mackay-Smith, 
D.D., Archdeacon of New York; the Rev. Geo. D. Johnson, Arch- 
deacon of Richmond; the Rev. John W. Brown, D.D., Rector of 
St. Thomas’ Church, New York; the Rev. D. H. Greer, D.D., 
Rector of St. Bartholomew’s Church, New York; and the Rey. 
Thos. R. Harris, D.D., Rector of St. Paul’s Church, New York. 


The Bishop took the chair, and called the Convention to order, 
Under his direction, the Secretary, the Rev. Thos. Rk. Harris, D.D., 
called the roll of the clergy entitled to seats, when one hundred and 
fourteen answered to their names, and took their seats.*

whose certificates had been received, when delegates from one hun- 
dred and two parishes appeared, and took their seats.* 


A constitutional quorum being present, the President declared 
the Convention organized for business. 

On motion the reading of the rules of Order was dispensed with, 
and the President announced the election of Secretary and Treasurer 
as next in order. 
™ On motion of the Rev. Edmund Guilbert, D.D., the ballot was 
dispensed with, and the Rev. Thos. R. Harris, D.D., was elected 
Secretary by a unanimous vote. 3 

On motion the ballot was dispensed with, and Mr. James Pott 
was elected T'reasurer by a unanimous vote.

THE DIOCESE OF NEW YORK, 


Your Committee, appointed by the last Convention ‘‘ to examine thoroughly 
the Canons of the Diocese and report to the next Convention any amendments 
or additions which in their judgment should be made,” beg leave to report the 
following proposed amendments : 

1. Amend Canon I. by the omission of the words ‘‘ Sec. 1.” 

2, Amend Canon I. by the omission of the last seven lines, beginning ‘‘ And 
such list,” and by the substitution of the following: ‘‘Such Jist shall be recorded 
by the Secretary of the Convention in a book to be kept for that purpose, and 
be prefixed to the Journal.” 

3. Amend Canon II. by the insertion of the following new section : 

Src. 1. A list of the names of all clergymen entitled to seats in the Conven- 
tion, under Artitle III. of the Constitution, shall be prepared by the Bishop, or 
in case there be no Bishop, or of his inability or disability to act, then by the — 
Standing Committee. Said list shall be laid before the Convention on the first 
day of meeting, and shall be presumptive evidence of a right to a seat of all 
those whose names appear thereon. 

4, Renumber the subsequent sections of the Canon. 

5. Amend the old Section 1, of Canon II., so as to read :

7, Amend same Section by omission of ‘‘ And” in 16th line, and begin a 
new paragraph with ‘‘ In case.” 

8. Amend old Section 8, of Canon II., so as to read: 

Src. 9. A copy of seventh and eighth sections of this Canon shall be trans- 
mitted annually by the Secretary of the Convention to every Church in this 
Diocese in union with the Convention, together with a blank printed form

19. Insert as Canon 1X. the old Canon XIII. 

20. Change Canon IX. to Canon X., and number all following Canons to 
correspond. 

21. Amend old Canon IX., Section 1, by omitting in third line “ by the con- 
curfent ballot of the clerical aint lay members,” and inserting ‘‘ by ballot”; and 
in fitth line by omitting the words ‘in like manner,” and inserting after the 
word ‘‘ elect”? the words ‘‘ by ballot.” 

22. Insert as Canon XI. the following Canon : 


CANON XI. 
OF DEPUTIES TO THE FEDERATE COUNCIL. 


At every stated Convention there shall be an election, by ballot, of eight 
clergymen and eight laymen to serve as Deputies at any meeting of the Feder-

Weport 


OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE OF THE NEW YORK PROTESTANT 
EPISCOPAL CITY MISSION SOCIETY FOR THE DIOCESAN 
YEAR 1888-9. 


The past year has been one of continued and increasing activity along the 
entire line of our work. Signs have not been wanting that the Church is awak- 
ing to the vast importance of City Mission Work, and to the enormous respon- 
sibility resting on a body of Christians which represents, as we do, so large a 
part of the wealth of the community, and which is strong chiefly in the great 
centres of population. Never, as during the past year, has the subject of City 
Evangelization occupied the attention of both the religious and secular press, 
and the anxious thought of Christians when meeting to discuss the paramount 
duties of the hour. The work of our Society has benefited by this in a measure. 
Parishes, which formerly contributed little or nothing to our needs, are begin- 
ning to do so within the past two years. We feel very keenly that there ought 
to be in the city of New York no parish, however poor and struggling, that 
does not every year make an offering to aid us, and that no parish should do so 
large a work of its own as to leave it powerless to help the common work of 
all, Weare hopeful that this ideal may yet become a reality, and that before 
long we may feel throughout the length and breadth of the city the presence of 
that substantial sympathy and warm interest which alone can work results in 
this transcendently important field worthy of the Church which we represent, 

The most important fact which we have to report this year is the completion 
of the Chapel of the Good Shepherd, on Blackwell’s Island, and that of the 
Chapel of Christ the Consoler, at Bellevue Hospital, with their reading and 
work rooms, For the first of these gifts we are indebted to the generosity of 
Mr. George Bliss; for the second to Mrs. R. L. H. Townsend, who has been for 
years an unwearied consoler by the beds of the sick in these ‘‘ corridors of 
pain.” Our possession of these buildings has enabled us to largely increase our 
work in both institutions. We have now daily service on Blackwell’s Island 
und at Bellevue Hospital, The reading rooms are open to all the inmates with- 
out discrimination as to religion, and from each Chapel, as from a centre cf 
spiritual life, go forth a thousand influences and healthful activities to bless 
and aid those whom we serve. 

At St. Ambrose’s Church (corner of Prince and Thompson streets) a larger 
and far more effective work has been done this past year than during the pre- 
ceding one. The Rev. Mr. Thompson has lived and labored diligently among 
the people in that neighborhood, and, although now about to leave us, has so 
prepared the ground that his successor may reasonably hope to reap a large 
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Spiritual harvest. St. Barnabas’ House, under its new management, is reaching 
the deserving poor, and co-operating, as we desire, with the labors of the 
missionaries all over the city. A training school for servants has been begun 
which promises favorably, and has already given an assured livelihood to some 
young women, who might otherwise have been tempted into evil ways. We 
have been able, also, through the kindness of a Christian lady to provide 
another and very energetic missionary for the Tombs and city prisons. More 
frequent services are now held in these institutions. Ludlow Street jail is now: 
included in our spiritual oversight, as well as a flourishing Sunday-school 
(consisting mostly of the children of Jewish parents) in Essex Street. We 
have also agreed to act as directors and advisers in the Italian work in charge 
of the Rev. Mr. Pace, at San Salvatore Church, in Mulberry Street. We are 
not responsible for the cost of this work, which must still be provided for by 
collections in the city parishes, but we are able to report that the congregations 
are increasing, and that the methods of work are spiritually healthy, and meet 
ourapproval, This may be said also of the Spanish Mission, under the charge 
of Mr. Moreno, which holds its services in the chapel attached to Calvary 
Church. 

About twenty-six services are held every Sunday in New York by the Clergy 
of our Mission Society. Throughout the week these same ministers of the 
Word of God are busy in Christian ministrations among the poor, the sick, and 
the neglected. We dare not say that the work is done as well or as faithfully 
as it should be. We easily see how much more this great Church of ours 
should accomplish, and that our present labors must appear almost pitiful to an 
all-seeing Eye. We desire to deprecate on our part any self-gratulatory. atti- 
tude, and, on the part of our clergy and parishes, any feeling that the results 
accomplished are sufficient to satisfy them, and relieve them from all anxiety. 
Work so largely institutional as ours has its depressing side, and is proverbially 
hard to justify in tables that will show whether human souls have been helped 
orsaved. But we still believe that good work is being done to-day, and we 
pray that God may arouse the Church to a sense of shame that its heavy re- 
sponsibilities should be so lightly carried.

Church property at Oruger’s, Westchester County, occupied by the Parish of 
the Divine Love. 


Church property at Rosendale, Ulster County, leased to the Parish of All 
Saints Church, the lease provides that the buildings are to be keptin repair and 
insured in the name of the Trustees, and the property taken care of and occu- 
pied free from all taxes and other charges, and religious services conducted 
regularly. 


Church property, 89th Street and Madison Avenue, New York City, leased 
upon similar terms to the Parish of the Beloved Disciple. 


Church property, burial plot and glebe plot near Scarborough, Westchester 
County, leased to the Parish of St. Mary’s Church, Beechwood, on similar 
terms.

Weport 
OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE PAROCHIAL FUND. 


The Trustees of the Parochial Fund of the Protestant Episcopal Church, in 
the Diocese of New York, respectfully report that during the past year no im- 
portant change has taken place in the condition of the trust devolved upon 
them. They refer to the report of the Treasurer, hereto annexed, for a state- 
ment of the extent and investment of the Fund, and of the disposition of the 
income arising from it. Their receipts from investments have enabled them 
to distribute, during the past year, the sum of $1,900—the beneficiaries having 
been clergymen of this Diocese, who were settled in parochial work and dis- 


t 
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charging their duty with all useful diligence, and yet unable to derive from 
their parishes a sum sufficient for a decent maintenance. The thankfulness 
with which this aid has been received has been an additional evidence to. the 
Trustees of the value of this Fund to the Diocese, and while it has added to 
their satisfaction, has likewise increased their regret that the value of the 
Fund should not be more highly appreciated in the Diocese than it has hitherto 
been. 

The Trustees apprehend that the name of this Fund has sometimes given 
the impression that it is a fund which is of interest only to such parishes as 
might derive benefit from it. On the contrary it deserves to be remembered 
that the Parochial Fund is distinctly a Diocesan Fund ;a fund which is de- 
signed to work, under the oversight of Diocesan authorities, for the benefit of 
the less prosperous members of the Diocese, both Clerical and Parochial, and 
which is the only. Fund in the Diocese which at all approaches the fulfilment 
of the purposes contemplated in a Sustentation Furtd, or Central Diocesan 
Treasury for the strengthening of the whole by preventing the failure, through 
poverty or misfortune, of any of its parts. The Trustees venture to think that 
important advantages might result to the Diocese from the recognition, devel- 
opment and use of this Fund for the purposes thus indicated. The Trustees 
are regularly incorporated under the laws of the State of New York, and enjoy 
a charter which affords exceptional advantages, having been prepared by some 
of the most eminent members of the bar connected with the Church in New 
York. They are authorized to hold property in special trust for Parishes, and 
enabled to hold it without any of the risks attendant upon its tenure by Vestry 
or Parochial Trustees; they are authorized also to receive and disburse funds 
for the personal relief of the working Clergy. Beside these advantages, the 
Corporation is specially adapted to act as the custodian of a Central Diocesan 
Fund for the reasons: First, that the Bishop of the Diocese is by law ex-officio 
a member of the Board of Trustees; second, that the other Trustees are by law 
elected by the Convention of the Diocese; and third, that the Board is by law 
obliged to present an annual report to the Convention. 

We are of one accord that the Diocese of New York should have some Fund 
through which the Diocesan authorities may be enabled to sustain those who 
need the aid which ought to result from membership in a common body. 
There is no such Fund in this Diocese, but the Parochial Fund already pro- 
motes the accomplishment of the purpose of such a Fund as far as its extent 
will permit. And there seems good reason why the Diocese should recognize 
and develop this Fund, and make it in power, as well as in effect, the Susten- 
tation Fund of the Diocese.

The Trustees report that they have adopted the following additional rules 
relating to the management of the Fund for Facilitating Life Insurance. 
They request the passage of a resolution approving of these rules: 
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1." No policy shall be taken out by means of aid from this Fund for a larger 
amount than $5,000. 


2. All aid from this Fund shall be in the form of loans to applicants without 
interest, and payable, at the option of the trustees, at the time of the maturing, 
cancellation or surrender of the policy. 


3. No policy shall be taken out by means of aid from this Fund except in 
one of the following companies: 


The Mutual Life Insurance Company of New York; 
The Connecticut Mutual Life Insurance Company; 
The Mutual Benefit Life Insurance Company of Newark, New Jersey. 


The Trustees further report that the large number of applicants for aid 
from the Fund for Widows and Children of Clergymen, and the dependence of 
many of the applicants upon the Fund as their sole means of support, make it 
imperative that the Convention should provide for increasing the resources of 
this Fund. 


At the same time the Trustees report that the Fund for Facilitating Life In- 
surance has on hand moneys amply sufficient for all its needs for several years 
to come; that the share of the donations and legacies with which it is to be 
credited from time to time under the Canon, will, in all probability, meet all 
future needs; and that it does not need the one-half of the annual Thanksgiv- 
ing collections which are now credited to it under the Canon.

In spite of the large donations to the Fund for Widows and Children of 
Clergymen, from the New York Churchwoman’s Association, the City Mission 
Society (Woodruff Memorial Fund) and others, there is now a smaller balance 
to the credit of that Fund than to the credit of the Life Insurance Fund. 

In view of these facts the Trustees recommend that the whole amount of 
the Thanksgiving collections be hereafter, and until the further action of the 
Convention, applied to the Fund for Widows and Orphans of Clergymen.

Section 5, of Canon XVIII. should be amended so as to read as follows: 


Section 5. A collection shall be made annually in every congregation in ~ 
this Diocese, on the annual Thanksgiving Day, or on the Sunday next before 
or next following. 

This collection and all other contributions and donations to these objects 
shall be transmitted to the Treasurer of the said Board of Trustees. 

All donations and legacies received by said Treasurer shall, in the absence 
of the special designation of one or other of the three funds, be apportioned 
equally among the said three funds. The annual collection herein provided 
for, shall, in the absence of special designation of any portion thereof by the 
donors, be applied by said Trustees to the Fund for Widows and Children of 
Clergymen.

The Rev. Dr. Fairbairn presented the following report: 


Report 
OF ST. STEPHEN’S COLLEGE. 


The Warden of St. Stephen’s College begs to report to the Convention of 
the Diocese of New York, that the College has just begun a new year with 
seventy-seven students. For the past four years as many have been refused as 
have been received, both for the want of scholarships and for the want of 
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buildings. Had we the means and the rooms, instead of there being seventy- 
seven, there would be one hundred and fifty students. 

It would appear from this that the College meets a want in the Church, and 
that young men turning their attention to the Sacred Ministry, are directed to 
Annandale as the place where they may, under the most advantageous circum- 
stances, make their preparation for entrance into a Theological Seminary, 
Young men from all parts of the country apply for entrance into St. Stephen’s 
College. 

The men who have been graduated at Annandale, or who have received 
their classical training there, are now, at the end of twenty-nine years since 
the College was founded, beginning to fill important positions in the Church as 
well as doing the self-denying work of the Missionary. There are to-day over 
two hundred of her former pupils in Holy Orders. 

St. Stephen’s has confined herself strictly to the work which was laid down 
for her at the beginning. There are no aspirations to be a University ; she is 
a College only, and a training College for the Ministry. Itis her work to give the 
classical and literary training which will best fit the young man to enter on 
the study of theology. There are no different courses of study. It is the 
old curriculum of classics, mathematics and philosophy. It is a liberal educa- 
tion in the humanities. 

And this training is conducted under the influence of the Church. There is 
a religious atmosphere without bigotry, but without compromise. Every one 
who comes to Annandale knows that he is coming to a Church College where 
the Prayer Book gives direction and tone to all religious thought. 

The College has been successful and has done the work which was asked for 
more than twenty-five years, without any endowment. Within the last eighteen 
months one liberal benefactor, who appreciates our work, has given us fifty 
thousand doliars, and others within the past nine months have added fifteen 
thousand dollars to this, making the endowment of the College sixty-five thou- 
sand dollars. With the prudent management which has ever characterized the 
Trustees of St. Stephen’s, the endowment insures the continued existence of the 
College, and ought to be an encouragement to others to add to the endowment 
and to the building. 

It can be safely said that St. Stephen’s is a successful Church College, 
which attracts students—which is doing the work required, according to its 
means—which has educated over two hundred men who are now in Holy 
Orders, and has only lost the opportunity of making the number more than 
three hundred by the limited means.

FLATBUSH, L. 1., May 4th, 1889. 
To the Rev. Thomas R. Harris, D.D., 


Secretary of the Diocese of New York: 


At a meeting of the Federate Council, held in New York City, on the 27th 
ofFebruary, 1889, the following Resolution was adopted : 
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“ Resolved, That a copy of the proposed Amended Act, regulating the 
Incorporation of Churches and the Election of Vestries, be sent to each of the 
Secretaries of the Five Dioceses in the State, for presentation to the Conventions 
of the said Dioceses ; and that the Federate Council will take no action in 
presenting the said proposed Act to the Legislature for enactment, until the 
Dioceses have been heard from.” 


The following is a copy of the proposed Act : 


ANwA CE 


To amend Chapter 79 of the Laws of 1801, as re-enacted by Chapter 60 of the 
Revised law enactedin 1813 ; and commonly known as Chapter 60 of the Laws 
of 1813, entitled ‘‘An act to provide for the incorporation of religious societies.”’ 


The People of the State of New York, represented in Senate and Assembly, 
do enact as follows: 


Section 1 of chapter 60 of the Revised laws of 1813, entitled’: ‘‘ An act to 
provide for the incorporation of religious societies,” as amended by chapter 803 
of the laws of 1868, and by chapter ninety-eight of the laws of 1886, is hereby 
further amended so as to read as follows : 

Section 1. It shall be lawful for not less than six male persons of full age, 
belonging to any church or congregation in communion with the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in this State, not already incorporated, to meet for the pur- 
pose of incorporating themselves under this act. 

§ 2. A notice of such meeting, specifying its object and the time and 
place thereof, shall be made public for at least two weeks prior to such meet- 
ing, either by open reading of such notice in time of divine service at, or by 
posting the same conspicuously on the outer door of, the church or place of 
worship where such congregation are in the habit of meeting. 

§ 3. The rector or officiating minister, or if there be none, or he shall be 
necessarily absent, then one of the church wardens, if present, or if not, a 
vestryman, orin the absence of such church wardens, and vestryman, any other 
person called to the chair, shall preside at such meeting and shall receive the 
votes. | 

$ 4. The persons entitled to vote at such meeting shall be the male persons 
of full age, belonging to the church or congregation, qualified as follows, and 
none other : those who have been baptized, and have been received either by. 
confirmation or admission to the holy communion, into the full communion of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church, or have been reguiar contributors to the sup- 
port of the said church for twelve months next prior to such meeting. 

& 5. The persons so qualified shall, at such meeting, by a majority of votes 
determine : 

First, The name or title by which such church or congregation shall be 
known in law. 

Second, What number of vestrymen, either three, six, or nine, shall together 
with tlhe rector, if there be one, and the two church wardens, constitute the 


vestry of the church. 
Third, And shall, by a majority of votes, elect two church wardens and the 
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number of vestrymen that are to be elected, and the church wardens and 
vestrymen so elected shall serve until the next regular election, on the Monday 
after the first Sunday in Advent, and unti] others are elected in their stead. 

§ 6. The polls shall continue open for one hour, and longer in the discretion 
of the presiding officer, or if required by a vote of a majority of voters present. 

§ 7. The presiding officer, together with two other persons present and 
voting, shall make a certificate, under their hands of 

First, The church wardens and vestrymen so elected. 

Second, The number of vestrymen, either three, six or nine, so determined, 
to constitute part of the vestry. 

Third, The name or title by which such church or congregation shall be 
known in law; which certificate being duly acknowledged, or the execution 
thereof being duly proven before any officer authorized to take the acknowledg- 
ment or proof of deeds, or conveyances of real estate, to be recorded in the 
county where the church or place of worship of such congregation shall] be 
situated, shall be recorded by the clerk of such county, or by the officer whose 
duty it is or may hereafter be made, to record such instruments in the county 
in which such church or place of worship may be situated, in a book to be by 
him kept for that purpose. 

§ 8. The church wardens and vestrymen so elected, and their successors in 
office, together with the rector, when there is one, shall form a vestry, and 
shall be the trustees of such church or congregation ; and they and their suc- 
cessors shall thereupon, by virtue of this act, be a body corporate, by the 
name or title expressed in such certificate. 

§ 9. Immediately after the Advent election in any parish connected with 
the Protestant Episcopal Church hereafter incorporated, or any church hereto- 
fore incorporated, which shall in the manner hereinafter provided decide to 
adopt the provisions of this act, with reference to the number or the classifica- 
tion of its church wardens-and vestrymen, the church wardens shall be divided 
by lot into two classes, numbered one and two, and the term of office of the 
church warden of the first class shall expire at the end of the first year, and 
that of the church warden of the second class at the end of the second year. 
The vestrymen shall be divided into three classes, numbered one, two and three, 
and the term of office of the members of the first class shall expire at the end 
of the first year, those of the second claxs at the end of the second year, and 
those of the third class at the end of the third year. At allsubsequent annual 
elections one church warden, and the number of vestrymen so determined 
shall be elected. The notice required by law to be given for the annual elec- 
tion of a church warden and vestrymen shall specify the names of the persons 
whose terms shall expire and whose places are to be filled at such election. 
The church wardens and vestrymen chosen at the said elections shall hold 
their offices until the expiration of the term for which they shall have been 
chosen, and until] others are chosen in their stead ; and shall have power, 
subject to the canons of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United 
States, to elect a rector to such church or congregation as often as there 
shall be a vacancy therein, and to fix his salary or compensation. At every 
regularly called meeting of the vestry, each church warden and vestryman 
shall be entitled to one vote. 
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$ 10. On the Monday after the first Sunday in Advent in each year, the 
male persons qualified to vote in every congregation of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church in this state, hereafter incorporated, or being already incorpo- 
rated, that shall in the manner hereinafter provided decide to adopt the 
provisions of this act with reference to the time for holding its annual 
elections, shall elect a church warden or wardens and vestrymen in the place 
of the church warden or wardens and vestrymen whose term shall expire at 
the end of such year or shall have already expired. 

$ 11. The persons entitled to vote at such annual election sball be male per- 
sons of fullage belonging tothe church or congregation, who have been baptized 
and have been regular contributors to the support of the parish or congrega- 
tiou for not less than twelve months next prior to such meeting. 

$ 12. No person shall be eligible for office as warden or vestryman who is 
not a male of full age and baptized. 

§ 15. Notice shall be given of such election by the rector, or if there be 
none, or he shall be absent, by the officiating minister or by a church warden, 
on the two Sundays next preceding such election, in the time of divine ser- 
vice, and if for any reason the church or place of worship be not open for 
divine service, the notice shall be given by posting it conspicuously on the 
outer door of the church or place of worship, for two weeks previous to the 
election. 

$ 14. Whenever a vacancy in the vestry so constituted shall happen by 
death ot otherwise, the vestry shall have power, at any regular meeting, to fill 
such vacancy, until the next annual meeting. 

§ 15. The notice of any annuai election shall specify the place, day and 
hour of holding the same. The polls shall continue open for one hour, or 
longer in the discretion of the presiding officer, or if required by a vote of the 
majority of voters present, and the presiding officer, together with two other 
persons present and voting, shall make a certificate under their hands of the 
officers so elected. 

§ 16. The annual election shall be held immediately after morning service, 
and at such elections the rector, or if there be none, or he be absent, one of the 
church wardens, selected for the purpose by a majority of the duly qualified 
voters present, or if no warden be present, a vestryman, selected in like manner, 
shall preside and receive the votes of,the electors, and be the returning officer ; 
and shall enter the proceedings in the book of the minutes of the vestry, and 
sign his name thereto, and offer the same to as many electors present as he 
shall think fit, to be by them also signed and certified. 

$17. No meeting of the vestry shall be held unless three days’ notice 
thereof shall be given in writing, personally or by mail, under the hand of the 
rector, or if there be no rector, or he be incapable of acting, by one of the 
church wardens ; except that for the first meeting after an election, twenty-four 
hours’ notice shall be sufficient ; and no such meeting shall be competent to 
transact any business unless the rector, if there be one, and at least one of the 
church wardens, and a majority of the vestrymen be present. When both 
wardens are present, if it shall be necessary for the purpose of constituting a 
quorum, one of the wardens may be counted as a vestryman. But if the rector 
be absent from the diocese and shall have been so absent for over four calendar 
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months, or if the meeting has been called by the rector and he be absent there- 
from, or if he be incapable of acting, the vestry shall be competent to transact 
all business, if there be present one church warden and a majority of the vestry- 
men, except that in the absence of the rector if there be one, no measure shall 
be taken for effecting a sale or disposition of the real property, nor may any 
sale or disposition of the capital or principal of the personal estate of such 
corporation be made, nor any act done, which shall impair the rights of such 
rector. 

§ 18. The rector, if there be one and he be present, and if not, then the 
church warden present, or if both the church wardens be present, then the 
church warden who shall be called io the chair by a majority of votes, s_all 
preside at every meeting of the vestry, and have the casting vote. 

§ 19. Whenever any corporation, organized under the provisions of this 
act, shail deem it for the interest of such corporation to change the number of 
its vestrymen it shall be lawful for such corporation to change the same pro- 
vided that the number of such vestrymen shall thereby be made either three, 
six, or nine. » And in order to effect such change, the same shall be authorized 
and approved by the vestry at a regular meeting thereof ; and shall then at the 
next stated annual election for wardens and vestrymen be submitted to, and 
ratified by a majority of the votes of all the qualified voters voting at such 
election. Notice of such proposed change, and that the same will be submitted 
for ratification at such election, shall be given at the same time, and in the 
same manner, as is required for notice of ‘the said election. If such change be 
thus ratified, a certificate shall be made setting forth the resolution of the 
vestry, and the proceedings to ratify the same, together with the fact that the 
notice required has been given; which certificate shall be acknowledged or 
proved and recorded in the same manner as is required for the original certi- 
ficate of organization ; and thereupon the number of vestrymen to constitute a 
part of the vestry of such corporation shall be such as shall be fixed by the 
proceedings to effect such change. But such change shall not take effect or be 
operative, until the certificate above mentioned shall have been duly re- 
corded. 

§ 20. Any church or corporation in communion with the Protestant Episco- 
pal Church, in this State, heretofore incorporated under any general law of this 
State, or by any special charter now in force, may adopt the provisions of this 
act as to the time for holding its annual elections, or as to the number or the 
classification of its church wardens and vestrymen, provided the vestry of such 
church shall by a vote at a regular meeting determine to adopt the same, and 
such vote shall, at the next ensuing stated annual election for wardens and 
vestrymen, be submitted to and ratified by a majority of the qualified voters 
present, and a certificate of such submission and ratification signed by the pre- 
siding officer together with two other persons present and voting, being duly 
acknowledged, or the execution thereof duly proven, before an officer author- 
ized to take acknowledgment of deeds, shall be recorded in the office of the 
clerk of the county in which the church or corporation may be situated. 

§ 21. The provisions of this act shall apply to citizens of this State, belong- 
ing to any church or congregation in communion with the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in this State, whose church or place of worship is situated outside of 
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this State and in a country, the laws of which do not in terms provide for the 
incorporation of such church or congregation, except that in every such case the 
certificate provided for by the seventh sub-division of this section may be executed 
before any officer authorized to take acknowledgments of proof of conveyances of 
real estate to be recorded in the City and County of New York, and shall be re- 
corded in the City and County of New York in the manner required when the 
church or place of worship is situated in the City of New York. 

§ 22. The third section of Chapter 47 of the laws of eighteen hundred and 
twenty-six, entitled ‘‘ An act to amend an act entitled ‘ an act to provide for the 
incorporation of religious societies,’” passed April fifth, eighteen hundred and 
thirteen, shall not apply to any church or congregation in connection with the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in this State. 

§ 23. All acts, and parts of acts inconsistent with the provisions of this act, 
are hereby repealed. 

§$ 24. This act shall take effect immediately. 


On motion of the Rev. Dr. Richey, the report was made the Order 
of the day for Thursday, at 10 o’clock, and the Secretary was in- 
structed to have the report printed and distributed in the Conven- 
tion. 


The Rey. Dr. Harris presented the following report, which was 
referred to the Committee on Canons, to report to-morrow at 12.30 
P.M.:

At a meeting of the Federate Council, held in the City of New York, on the 
26th and 27th of February, 1889, the following Constitution was adopted: 


CONSTITUTION OF THE FEDERATE COUNCIL OF THE CHURCH IN 
THE STATE OF NEW YORK. 


PREAMBLE. 


The Federate Council of the Church, in the State of New York, acting under 
Canon 6, of Title III., of the Digest of Canons of the General Convention of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States, as contained in the copy of 
the Digest annexed to the Journal of said General Convention of the year of our 
Lord one thousand eight hundred and eighty-six (1886), adopt the following 
Constitution : 

ARTICLE I. 

The Federate Council shall consist of the Bishop (and Assistant Bishop, if 
there be one) of each Diocese of this Church in the State of New York, together 
with Deputies of the Clergy and Laity, not exceeding in number eight of each 
order, communicants in this Church, residents in the Diocese, and chosen in the 
manner prescribed by the Convention thereof, 
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ARTICLE II. 


The Bishop of New York shall be ex-officio President of the Federate Coun- 
cil. In his absence the senior Bishop present shall preside. Such other officers 
as are necessary shall be elected by the Council in such manner and for such 
term as it shall prescribe. 


ARTICLE IIL 


There shall be an annual meeting of the Federate Council, and such meeting 
shall be had in the City of New York, except when otherwise ordered at a pre- 
vious meeting. Said annual meeting shall be held on such day, at least four- 
teen days before Ash Wednesday, as may be appointed by the Council from 
year to year. The Bishops, Clergy, and Laity, shall sit together as one House; 
and the presence of the Bishops of three Dioceses, and of Clerical Deputies 
from three Dioceses, and of Lay Deputies from three Dioceses shall be neces- 
sary for the transaction of business. But a representation from one Diocese 
shall be sufficient to adjourn. The Bishop of New York, at the request of a 
majority of the Bishops of the Dioceses in the State, shall have power to call a 
special meeting of the Council. 


ARTICLE IV, 

In all questions, when required by a Bishop, or by the Clerical or Lay repre- 
sentation from any Diocese, the vote shall be taken by Dioceses and Orders, and 
each Order shall have one vote; and the majority of suffrages by Dioceses shall 
be conclusive in each Order, provided such majority comprehend a majority of 
the Dioceses represented in that Order. The concurrence of the Bishops, 
Clergy, and Laity shall be necessary to constitute a vote of the Federate Coun 
cil, when taken by Dioceses and Orders. 


ARTICLE V. 

All amendments to this Constitution shall be first proposed in one Federate 
Council, and made known to the several Diocesan Conventions, before they 
shall be finally agreed to or ratified in the ensuing Federate Council. And a 
majority of all the Dioceses entitled to representation shall be necessary to 
ratify any such amendment. 


The following Resolution was also adopted : 


Resolved, That a copy of this Constitution, as adopted by this Federate 
Council, be sent by the Secretary of this Federate Council to the Bishop, and 
Secretary of Convention of each Diocese in the State of New York, for the con- 
sideration of the Convention of each Diocese. And this Constitution shall not 
be in force until it is ratified by the Convention of each Diocese.

OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE ORGANIZATION OF LAY HELPERS, 


The Committee appointed to draft a Canon on Lay Helpers respectfully rec- 
ommend the adoption of the following Canon, to be entitled : 


CANON XVIII. 
OF DIOCESAN LAY HELPERS. 


Sec. 1. Any person in communion with this Church, of good report, apt 
to teach or serve in Mission Work, and qualified as hereinafter stated, may be 
admitted as a Diocesan Lay Helper, whether for service in particular parishes, 
or otherwise, upon nomination by the Rector and approval by the Bishop. 

SEc. 2. Persons to be eligible for such nomination shall have had, at least, 
two years’ training and experience in parish or mission work, and shall be of 
mature years and judgment. i 

Sec, 3. (I.) The duties of Diocesan Lay Helpers, under the properly consti- 
tuted authorities, shall be (1) to visit in the Parish, in Hospitals, Almshouses, 
and Prisons ; (2) to teach in Bible Classes, in Mission Rooms, and elsewhere ; 
(8) to care for newly arrived Immigrants ; (4) to promote the circulation of 
healthy religious publications ; and (5) to do such other work as may be as~ 
signed to them by the said authorities. 

(II.) While engaged in extra-parochial service, such Diocesan Lay Helpers 
shall be under the direction of the Ordinary, or some person appointed by him. 


Src. 4. On notification by the Rector, at the request of the Diocesan Lay 
Helper, the Ordinary shall relieve such person from extra-parochial duty.

The Secretary of the Convention respectfully reports that he has complied 
with the instructions of the Convention, as to the printing and distribution of 
the Journal of its proceedings. ° 

During the year the various routine duties of his office have been dis- 
charged, and all certificates transmitted to him by the Ordinary have been 
placed on file and duly recorded in the Register provided for the purpose. 

Application for admission into union with the Convention has been received 
from St. Matthew’s Church, New York City, and the papers have been for- 
warded, according to the Canon, to the Chairman of the Committee on Incorpo- 
ration and Admission of Churches. 

Communications have been received from the Secretary of the Federate 
Council enclosing a draft of a proposed Constitution of said Council, and also 
of a proposed Act of Incorporation for religious societies. 

The bound volumes of the Journals of various Dioceses have been trans- 
ferred from the room in the General Theological Seminary, where they were 
practically inaccessible, to the large room assigned to the use of the Secretary 
in the Diocesan House, and have been arranged there by the Rev. Mr. Mans- 
field, the Assistant Secretary. At present they occupy a case kindly lent for 
the purpose, but for their proper preservation it will be necessary to provide a 
case, and the Secretary would ask for a special appropriation from the Diocesan — 
Fund for that purpose. 

It is customary every three years to bind the Journals of this and other 
Dioceses for their proper preservation, and the Secretary would ask for the 
usual authority to do this.

OF THE COMMITTEE ON CANONS. 


The Committee on Canons respectfully report that at the last session of the 
Convention a resolution was referred to them inquiring as to the expediency 
of so amending Canon II., Sec. 10 and Sec. 14, that the requirement as to the 
quorum of the Convention should be the presence of fifty clergymen and dele. 
gates, representing forty congregations, instead of thirty clergymen and dele- 
gates from thirty congregations ; and that after consideration this Committee 
are of opinion that the proposed change is not expedient. 


On motion of the Rev. Dr. Donald the Convention adjourned 
till to-morrow morning at nine o’clock. 


SECOND DAY. 
THuRSDAY, Sept. 26, 1889. 


The Convention met pursuant to adjournment. 


Morning Prayer was said by the Rt, Rev. the Bishop of the 
Diocese, assisted by the Rev. Walter Mitchell, the Rev. Benjamin 
Brewster, and the Rev. Chas. Scadding. 


The Bishop took the chair. 

The Minutes of the First Day’s proceedings were read and 
approved. 

Several clergymen and Lay Deputies not present yesterday 
appeared, and took their seats. 


The Secretary announced that he had appointed the Rev. Geo. 
F. Nelson of Grace Church, New York, and the Rev. R. S. Mans- 
field of Christ Church, Suffern, Assistant Secretaries of the Con- 
vention. 
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The Report of the Committee on the Revision of the Canons, 
presented yesterday and made the Order of the day at 10 A. M., was 
called up, and the Rev. Dr. Harris on behalf of the Committee 
moved that the first proposed ainendment be adopted, and it was 
adopted by a concurrent majority of both orders. 


On motion of Judge Calvin yesterday’s action requiring the pro- 
posed amendments to be considered seriatim was reconsidered. 


On motion of the Rev. Mr. Butler, it was ordered that after 
an informal statement and discussion of the various proposed 
amendments, the vote shall be taken upon them as a whole, with the 
exception of such amendments upon which separate action may 
be requested. 


On motion of Mr. J. A. Davenport, the proposed amendment 
striking out old Canon XXII, repealing all former Canons of the 
Convention was dropped from the report. 


On motion of the Rev. Dr. Harris, acting in behalf of the Com- 
mittee, the proposed amendments as a whole, with the exception of 
No. 26, amending Canon XII, after various amendments had been 
accepted by the Committee, were adopted by a concurrent majority 
of both orders. 


The question being on the proposed amendment No. 26, amending 
Canon XII, the following amendment offered by Mr. 8. P. Nash 
was on motion of the Rev. Mr. Canedy laid on the table. 


After the word ‘‘changed” in the fourth line insert, ‘‘if opposi- 
tion by the authorities of any neighboring parish to the proposed 
movement be notified to the Bishop;” and after the words ‘‘notice 
has been given,” insert ‘‘by the parties promoting the movement.” 


Mr. J. A. Davenport offered the following amendment to the 
proposed amendment No. 26: 


Instead of the words ‘‘its Secretary ” in the amendment proposed 
by the Committee there be substituted the words, ‘‘the authorities 
of the Church or Chapel proposed to be established or removed.” 


On motion of the Rev. Mr. Butler, this was laid on the table. 


Mr. 8. P. Nash moved to lay the proposed amendment No. 26 
on the table, which was not adopted. 
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The question being now on amendment No. 26, as proposed by 
the Committee, it was adopted by a concurrent majority of both 
orders. : 


A motion, offered by the Rev. Dr. Seabury, to refer the amend- 
ment just adopted to the Committee on Canons for the purpose of 
formulating a notice to the Rectors and Vestries of the three Churches 
or Congregations nearest to the site proposed for the new place of 
worship was not adopted.

Your Committee, appointed by the last Convention ‘‘to examine thoroughly 
the Canons of the Diocese and report to the next Convention any amendments 
or additions which in their judgment should be made,” beg leave to report the 
following proposed amendments : 

1. Amend Canon I. by the omission of the words “Sec. 1,” and by so alter- 
ing the first clause as to read, “ Seminaries or incorporated Charitable Insti- 
tutions in which they are engaged.” 

2. Amend Canon I. by the omission of the last seven lines, beginning ‘“ And 
such list,” and by the substitution of the following: ‘‘Such list shall be 
recorded by the Secretary of the Convention in a book to be kept for that pur- 
pose, and be prefixed to the Journal.”’ 

3. Amend Canon II. by the insertion of the following new section: 

Src. 1. A list of the names of all Clergymen entitled to seats in the Conven- 
tion, under Ariicle III. of the Constitution, shall be prepared by the Bishop, or 
in case there be no Bishop, or of his inability or disability to act, then by the 
Standing Committee. Said list shall be laid before the Convention on the first 
day of meeting, and shall be presumptive evidence of a right to a seat of all 
those whose names appear thereon. ; 

4, Renumber the subsequent sections of the Canon. 

5. Amend the old Section 1, of Canon II., so as to read : 

‘Sec. 2. In case the right of any Clergyman of this Diocese to a seat in the 
Convention shall be disputed or claimed, it shall be sober ed Hae and by 
the omission of the final clause, beginning ‘‘ whether his name.’ 

6. Amend the old Section 2 by the omission of sixteen lines, down to hie 
words ‘‘ And in case,” and by the substitution of the following in their place : 

Src. 8. The Secretary of the Convention shall record in a book, to be pro- 
vided by him, and kept in accordance with the Canon of the General Conven- 
tion, entitled ‘‘ General Regulations of Ministers and Their Duties,” all certifi- 
cates that shall be transmitted to him in accordance with said Canon. 
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7, Amend same Section by omission of “And” in 16th line, and begin a 
new paragraph with ‘In case.” 

8. Amend old Section 8, of Canon II., so as to read : 

‘‘Szo. 9. A copy of seventh and eighth sections of this Canon shell be 
transmitted annually by the Secretary of the Convention to every Church in 
this Diocese in union with the Convention, together with a blank printed form 
of certificate of appointment of Lay Delegates, and the notice which he is 
required by the Constitution to give of the time and! place appointed for the 
meeting of the succeeding Convention.” 

9. Amend the second and third lines of old Section 11, of Canon II., so as 
to read: “Shall call to order the members present when the Senior.” 

10. Make necessary typographical corrections in references to Sections in 
this Canon in old Sections 9 and 13. 

11. Amend old Section 14 so as to read: ‘‘ A quorum, which shall consist of 
thirty Clergymen and Delegates from thirty Parishes,” and by changing in 
third line the words ‘‘not present” to ‘‘absent.”’ 

12. Amend Canon IV., Section 1, § 2, 8th line, by the omission of the words 
‘‘and satisfactorily” ; also omit the second ‘‘and” in same line, and begin a 
new paragraph with ‘‘ Every Church.” 

13. Amend Canon V., Section 3, by substituting the phrase ‘‘in the Canons. 
of the General Convention” for the words ‘‘in the third section . .. . 
of 1835.” | 

14, Amend Canon VII. so as to read, omitting preambie 

‘‘Sec. 1. Every minister in charge of a Parish in this Diocese shall keep a 
Register of Baptisms, Confirmations, Communicants, Marriages, and Funerals 
within his Cure. 

‘Sc. 2. The record shall specify the name and time of birth of each child 
baptized, with the names of the parents and sponsors ; the name of each adult 
baptized ; the name of each person confirmed ; the names of the parties mar- 
ried, with the name of the witness or the names of the witnesses required by 
the Civil law ; the name of each person buried, and also the time,” etc., as con- 
tained in the first section of the old Canon, . . . . and omit the Jast 
clause of the old Section 1, beginning ‘and also an accurate list.’ 

15. Amend Canon VIL., old Section 2, by omission of the introductory clause 
“And . . . . 1885.” Amend the same section by inserting in sixth line 
the word “ Marriages” after “Confirmations,” and by omitting all following 
the word ‘‘same” in the eighth line. 

16. Amend old Section 3 by substituting for the words ‘‘ destitute of ”’ the 
word ‘‘ without.”

CANON XI.—OF DEPUTIES TO THE FEDERATE COUNCIL. 


At every stated Convention there shall be an election, by ballot, of eight 
Clergymen and eight Laymen to serve as Deputies at any meeting of the Fed- 
erate Council that may be held before the next Annual Convention of the Dio- 
cese.

Davenport. 


The Order of the day being called, the Rev. Dr. Satterlee moved 
the adoption of the following canon: 


CANON XVIII.—OF DIOCESAN LAY HELPERS. 


Src. 1. Any person in communion with this Church, of good report, apt 
to teach or serve in Mission Work, and qualified as hereinafter stated, may be 
admitted as a Diocesan Lay Helper, whether for service in particular parishes, 
or otherwise, upon nomination by the Rector and approval by the Bishop. 

Src. 2. Persons to be eligible for such nomination shall have at least two 
years’ training and experience in parish or mission work, and shall be of 
mature years and judgment. , 

Sec. 3. (I.) The duties of Diocesan Lay Helpers, under the properly consti- 
tuted authorities, shall be (1) to visit in the Parish, in Hospitals, Almshouses 
and Prisons ; (2) to teach in Bible Classes, in Mission Rooms and elsewhere ; 
(8) to care for newly arrived Immigrants ; (4) to promote the circulation of 
healthy religious publications, and (5) to do such other work as may be 
assigned to them by the said authorities. 

(II.) While engaged in extra-parochial service, such Diocesan Lay Helpers 
shall be under the direction of the Ordinary, or some person appointed by him. 

Sec. 4, On notification by the Rector, at the request of the Diocesan Lay 
Helper, the Ordinary shall relieve such person from extra-parochial duty. 


The following substitute for Sec. 3 (1) was proposed by the Rey. 
Dr. Rainsford, and was accepted by the Committee: 


The duties of Diocesan Lay Helpers shall be to undertake such 
work as shall be appointed them by the Ordinary for the Church in 
the Diocese. | 


Before any vote was taken, the Convention adjourned for one 
hour for recess. 
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The Convention re-assembled with the Rev. Morgan Dix, D.D., 
in the Chair.

This sum may be increased during the present session of the Convention. 
It has been expended in the support and maintenance of thirty-eight young 
gentlemen, belonging to the Diocese of New York, who are pursuing their 
studies with a view to the Sacred Ministry in the General Theological Semi- 
nary, St. Stephen’s College, Trinity College and the Cheshire Academy, many 
of them sorely in need of the aid which they have received, and not an incon- 
siderable proportion of them the sons of Clerg:smen who are serving at the 
altars of the Church. It has been carefully expended with a due regard to the 
circumstances of each individual case, but, it is hardly necessary to say, not a 
sufficient addition to the funds of the Society to enable the Society to do all 
that might well be done in this Department of Christian beneficence. Appli- 
cations for aid are constantly refused, and the stipends allowed are reduced to 
the lowest point at which they can be of substantial benefit to the student. 

It is proper, however, for the Superintendent to say that the Society, partly 
with a view to the wiser and more economical administration of a fund which 
is not increasing, have recently adopted a rule by which, hereafter, scholar- 
ships in the General Theological Seminary and St. Stephen’s College are to be 
awarded in accordance with the results of the entrance and annual exami- 
nations in those Institutions. In this way, it is hoped that these annual grants 
will prove to be a stimulus to exertion, and promote habits of study, and when 
received be a mark of distinction, and valuea as the reward of an honorable 
ambition, instead of being regarded as a gratuity to his necessities of which 
the student has any need to be ashamed, Under this rule, many objections 
will be removed which have been commonly urged against Education Societies, 
and many great advantages be secured. But it is not to be expected that less 
money will be required for the purposes of the Society, and therefore the 
Superintendent would continue to urge upon the parishes of the Diocese a 
more general compliance with the provisions of the Canon.

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Ueport 


OF THE PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CHURCH MISSIONARY SOCIETY 
FOR SEAMEN IN CITY AND PORT OF NEW YORK. 


| In presenting its forty-fifth Annual Report the Board of Managers appears 
for the third time before the Convention, A just understanding of its useful- 
ness can scarcely be attained without personal visits to the Chapels, the Mission, 
and Home for Sailors. During these many years the work .has been carried on 
unobtrusively, but instant, ‘‘in season and out of season,” in the effort to ele- 
vate the condition of a class of men whose entire separation from the restraints 
of social and domestic ties, leave them exposed to varied temptations. To 
counteract these dangers a comfortable home is provided where they are 
guarded from evil influences, counselled, ministered to in sickness, and pro- 
vided with opportunities of public worship, and mutual improvement. The 
avidity with which these opportunities are sought after by ‘‘men of the sea’ 
shows how much they are needed and appreciated; and the access to the reading- 
rooms is so easy, and the men are made so welcome, that, in the words of a 
captain of one of our most popular steamships, it is turning ‘‘ Jack” from a 
** sot” to a self-respecting man. 

A perusal of the interesting reports of our missionaries will show an amount 
of good accomplished which is very encouraging, and although it was thought 
wise at the beginning of the year to yield the care of the ‘‘ Brooklyn Station ” 
to the ecclesiastical authorities of the Diocese of Long Island, yet the increase in 
our own at the other stations makes the record of the past year fully equal to 
its predecessors. 

There has been no change in the personnel of the Society’s Missionaries. The 
Rev. Messrs. Walker, Hyland, and Maguire, all tried, faithful, and earnest. 
workers, have charge of the respective stations. The Board have endeavored 
to extend their operations by a careful and thorough visitation of the vessels in 
port, and of the various seamen’s boarding-houses, and increased attendance 
and larger interest have been the result. To no class of people are the ministra- 
tions of the Society more acceptable than the boatmen and their families who 
frequent the ‘‘ Coenties Slip Mission.” This class of people live on their boats 
the year round ; here their children are born and reared, and from them they 
pass to their “‘ Jong rest.” The influence of this Mission upon their lives has 
been most excellent, and they now look forward to a Sunday in New York asa 
“bright spot” in their monotonous existence, and from a lawless, immoral, and 
reckless class, they have largely become self-respecting, thrifty men and 
women, anxious to have their children brought under good influences, and 
instructed in the truths of God’s word. The good thus accomplished has 
been felt along the whole line of the canals in this State. A new mission-room, 
more commodious and better adapted to our work, has been provided at 21 
Coenties Slip and occupied during the past summer. 

The ‘‘ New Sailor’s Home” continues to exercise a most excellent influence 
upon seamen. No less than 700 men sought its hospitable shelter during the 
last year, among them men of almost every nationality. As an evidence of 
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their faith in the Society, they intrusted to it during their stay at the Home, 
the large sum of $19,351.95, which was either returned to them on leaving, 
sent to their friends, or deposited in savings bank at their request. 

A great city, of course, offers great opportunities, and when it is remem- 
bered that all these Stations are carried on at an expense of only $12,000 a 
year, and which, we may add, has taxed the energies of the Board of Managers 
to provide, it can be readily seen how much more could be done if larger means 
were placed at its disposal. It is the Lord’s work among the class of men from 
whom he took his first disciples to make them ‘fishers of men,” and in a 
community which owes its prosperity and pre-eminence so largely to its com- 
mercial marine, we ought never to appeal in vain for means to carry on the 
“blessed work.” 

We cannot close our report without a most ‘‘heart-felt’’ expression of 
thanks for the noble response that was given by the Churches of the Diocese to 
the Society’s appeal for help during the past year, when in a period, through 
no fault of its own, it suffered a great calamity. It showed us that the Church 
was not unmindful of our ‘‘ work and labor in the Lord,” and gave us courage 
to continue it with renewed zeal.

The Rev. W. R. Thomas, D.D., presented the following report 
with reference to the assignment of seats in Convention: 
The Committee to whom was referred the matter of the consideration of a 


system of assignment of seats, respectfully reports as follows: 
That various modes might be decided upon, such as that of first choice to 
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the delegates making first claim ; or simply that of the right of possession ; or, 
again, by an assignment of seats according to the alphabetical order of the names 
which parishes bear ; or, fourthly, in the spirit of the suggestion made yester- 
day by the Chair, that of assignment according to seniority, that is to say, 
according to the date of admission into union with this Convention. 

Your Committee has considered these various methods, and decide upon the 
latter, as, upon the whole, most acceptable and fitting. The following reso- 
lution is therefore proposed : 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this Convention that the assignment of seats shall be made 
according to seniority of admission of the parish into union with this Convention, and that such 
assignment shall be made under the direction of the Secretary of Convention. It is further the 
opinion of your Committee that in such designation of seats the mode of procedure should be 
somewhat as follows: That, beginning from chancel, four blocks of four seats each, two on 
either side of the middle aisle, should be first set apart, and that then similar blocks on either 
side of the side aisles should be assigned. 

This mode commends itself as much more desirable than to go down the whole length of the 
main aisle, and then up the side aisles. This need not prevent the exchange of seats by mutual 


agreement. 
They would therefore recommend the adoption of this mode.

basis of a Central Diocesan Fund for the benefit of such members of the Dio- 
cese, both clerical and parochial, as may need extraneous assistance. 


The President appointed the Rev. Dr. Greer, the Rev. Mr. 
Canedy, Mr. Daniel Huntington, Mr. John C. Furman, and Mr. C. 
Vanderbilt as such Committee. 
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The Order of the day being called, the Rev. Dr. Seabury pre- 
sented the Draft of Proposed Canon of the Discipline of Presbyters 
and Deacons, as printed in the Journal of 1888, Appendix OC, except 
that Sec. III., § 6 (c) and (d) were now amended so as to read as 
follows : ) 


(c) If the judgment of the Bishop designate sentence of suspension or depo- 
sition, such sentence shall be carried out provided that such judgment be in 
this respect concurred in by a vote of a majority of the clerical members of the 
Standing Committee of the Diocese ; such concurrent judgment being based 
upon the record of the presentment, answer, evidence, and judgment, and 
upon such otber evidence as such clerical members of the Standing Committee 
may think proper to consider. 

(d) If the judgment of the Bishop require the concurrent judgment of the 
clerical members of the Standing Committee, a copy of the record above men- 
tioned, certified by the Bishop, shall be delivered to the Secretary of the Stand- 
ing Committee, who shall lay it before such members of the Standing Com- 
mittee,at the next meeting after he shall have received it, etc. 


On motion of Mr. Nash, the consideration of the subject was 
postponed till the next Convention. 


The Rev. Dr. Seabury presented the following : 


Report 
OF THE COMMITTEE ON CANONS. 


The Committee on Canons respectfully report that they recommend the 
adoption of the following amendments : 

I, Amend Sec. 5, of Canon XVIII of the Aged and Infirm Clergy Fund, so 
as to read as follows: 

Sec. 5, Canon XVIII. A collection shall be made annually in every Congre- 
gation in this Diocese, on the annual Thanksgiving Day, or on the Sunday next 
before or next following. 

This collection and all other contributions to these objects shall be trans- 
mitted to the Treasurer of the said Board of Trustees. 

All donations and legacies received by said Treasurer shall, in the absence 
of the special designation of one or other of the three funds, be apportioned 
equally among the said three funds. The annual collection, herein provided 
for, shall, in the absence of special designation of any portion thereof by the 
donors, be applied by said Trustees to the Fund for the widows and children 
of Clergymen. 

The Treasurer shall keep a separate account of each of the said three funds, 
and all moneys not wanted for current use shall be invested and held in trust 
by the said Trustees. 

II. Amend Section 4 of Canon XIV, ‘‘of the Episcopa] Fund,” by inserting 
‘after the word ‘‘discretion” the words ‘‘and also in such other securities as 
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may be recommended uranimously by the Trustees and approved by a vote of 
the Convention.” 
lil. The Committee further recommend, that the proposed Constitution of 
the Federate Council be ratified by the Convention.

mended by the Committee, was adopted by a concurrent majority of

On motion, the second amendment, recommended by the Com- 
mittee, was adopted by a concurrent majority of both Orders. 


On motion the recommendation of the Committee, as to the rati- 
fication of the proposed Constitution of the Federate Council was 
accepted, and the following resolution was adopted by a concurrent 
majority of both Orders: 

Resolved, That the Diocese of New York, in Convention assembled y hereby 
ratifies, and adopts, so far as concerns itself, the proposed Constitution of the 
Federate Council, of the Dioceses of the State of New York, as submitted to it 
by the Secretary of the said Council. 


Mr. Nash offered the following resolution, which was adopted: 


Resolved, That the Secretary be authorized under the direction of the Com- 
mittee on Canons, to incorporate with the revised Canons adopted by this Con- 
vention, such amendments or additional Canons as have been passed since 
the adoption of the Revision, properly numbering the entire series ; and that 
the Canons so amended be published in the next journal. 

In accordance with the notice given yesterday, the Rev. Dr. 
Richey called up his resolution in reference to the Revision of the 
Book of Common Prayer, viz. : 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this Convention, that in the Revision of the 
Book of Common Prayer, only such changes should be considered, as have been, 
and are already Constitutionally before the General Convention, and that no new 
matter in this connection should be introduced in the General Convention 
of 1889. 

The Rev. Dr. Huntington offered the following substitute for 
the foregoing resolution: 

Resolved, That in the judgment of this House, the work of Liturgical Revi- 
sion ought to be completed, and a Standard Prayer Book reached, not later 
than the year 1892. 

The Rev. Dr. Mulchahey offered the following amendment: 

Resolved, As the sense of this Convention, that it is highly desirable that 
the agitation of the Church, by proposed changes in its Services, should be 


‘ brought as speedily as possible to an end: and for this purpose, no proposals 
should be favorably considered in the next General Convention, for any change. 
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in the Standard edition of the Book of Common Prayer, beyond those which 
have already been Constitutionally adopted, except so much of Schedule B 
as was not agreed to by the action of one or the other House in the General 
Convention of 1886, and such matters in Schedule B continued, as wére re- 
ferred to the Committee of fifteen.

On motion of the Rev. Dr. Harris, the action taken yesterday 
amending Article III. of the Constitution was reconsidered, and the 
Amendment was adopted by a concurrent majority of both Orders.

OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE ALBANY CLAIM. 


The Committee on the Albany Claim beg leave to report as follows : 

That soon after the first meeting of the Committee a series of circular let- 
ters was prepared and issued to every parish in the Diocese, excepting such as 
had already paid their full quota toward the claim. 

The object of these circular letters was to bring the subject before the con- 
sideration of every parish in such manner as would be most likely to insure 
attention and response. 

At the same time, the parishes were divided among the eight members of 
the Committee for the purpose of correspondence, and a large discretion was 
left to the members of the Committee to settle the quotas assigned to the differ- 
ent parishes in such way as should seem at the same time just and expedient. 

From time to time reports were made by these individual sub-committees to 
the Bishop, as Chairman of the Committee, and the results are given in the 
statement of Mr. James Pott, Treasurer of the fund. 

_ From this statement it appears that the sum of $17,000 is still required in 
order to make up the full amount of $28,950, which, it is believed, will be 
accepted by the Diocese of Albany in lieu of all further claims. 

But above half of this sum has been more or less distinctly pledged. Some, 
however, of such pledges have been made conditional on obtaining the whole 
amount, and although perfectly secure, cannot now be taken account we by the 
‘Treasurer in his statement of cash on hand. 

It is, therefore, of the utmost importance that parishes which have made 
pledges should redeem them as soon as practicable, and that others which have 
not yet taken definite favorable action should lose no time in doing so. 

If this shall be done, your Committee believes that this long standing claim 
will soon be finally and satisfactorily arranged alike to the relief of this Diocese 
and to that of the Diocese of Albany. And to this end they ask that the Com- 
mittee may be continued for the ensuing year.

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Report 


OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON INCORPORATION OF CHURCHES. 


The Special Committee on Incorporation of Churches, appointed by the last 
Convention under the following resolutions, viz. : 


‘* Resolved, That a Special Committee of three be appointed to consider and report to the next. 
Convention : 

‘‘ First. Whether any additional instructions in the Appendix to the Book of Canons relating 
to the Incorporation of Churches are called for. 

‘* Second. Whether any irregularities in recording the certificates of incorporation, on the 
part of parishes admitted to the Convention in recent years, particularly in New York and West- 
chester Counties, need to be corrected, do hereby make the following report : 


That they have examined Appendices I., II., III., and IV., contained in the 
Book of Canons published by James Pott & Co., in 1884, relative to the Incor- 
poration of Churches. The forms therein given appear to have been prepared 
with great care, and the instructions for carrying them out given minutely, 
clearly, and accurately. These forms and instructions are, however, for the 
most part, if not entirely, a reprint of the forms and instructions given in Ap- 
pendices to the Canons published in 1871. Religious corporations are creatures 
of the statute, and in their incerporation the terms of the statute should be 
strictly complied with. The Committee recommend that Appendices I., IL, 
III., and IV., above referred to, be republished in the next edition of the 
Canons, but before being so reprinted, the Committee recommend that they be 
referred to a Committee to be carefully examined, and such changes be made 
and instructions given as may be required by any subsequent legislation or 
decisions of the Courts. 

Your Committee further recommend that an additional Appendix be inserted. 
containing the Act of 1854 for the Incorporation of Free Churches, with a form 
of certificate for the incorporation of the same. 

Your Committee further repo:t, as to the matters submitted to them by the 
second clause of the Resolution, as follows : ; 

Canon IV. provides that the application of a Church desiring admission into 
union with the Church shall be accompanied by a ‘‘ Certificate of Incorporation 
of the Church duly recorded,” or a copy thereof certified, as stated in the Canon. 
That it seems to your Committee that a correct construction of the Act of April 
5, 1818, as amended by Chapter 803 of the Laws of 1868, under which Churches, 
except the Free Churches, are organized, requires that the Certificate of Incor- 
poration shal] be filed in the office of the Registrar of the County where such 
office exists, and not in the office of the County Clerk. 

As to free churches organized under Chapter 218 Laws of 1854, and the 
amendments thereto, it is provided that the Certificate of Incorporation shall be 
filed in the office of the Clerk of the County in which the church is to be estab- 
lished, and possibly in the office of the Secretary of State. 

It is provided by Chapter 22 of the Laws of 1881, that Certificates of Incor- 
poration filed in the office of the Secretary of State, or in the County Clerk's 
office, shall also be recorded in the office of the County Clerk. 

By an Act of the Legislature of April 16, 1858, the office of Registrar for 
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the County of Westchester was established. Your Committee are not informed 
as to whether such office has been established in any of the other Counties em- 
braced in this Diocese. 

In 1868 the Legislature passed an Act curing the mistakes theretofore made 
in the recording of the Articles of Incorporation in the office of the County 
Clerk, instead of the office of the Registrar of the County, in so far as the 
Counties of New York, Kings, and Westchester were concerned. 

Your Committee further report that from the examination of the laws 
affecting this question they have arrived at the following conclusions : 

First,—That in Counties where'the office of Registrar exists, Churches incor- 
porated under the Act of 1813 and the Act of 1868 amending the same, 
should record their Articles of Incorporation in the office of the Regis- 
trar of the county. 

Second.—That Certificates of the Incorporation of Free Churches must be 
filed in the office of the County Clerk in every case, and since the pas- 
sage of the Act of March 2, 1881, should, in addition, be recorded in the 
office of the County Clerk. It may be a question, also, as to whether 
the Articles of Incorporation should not also be filed in the office of the 
Secretary of State. 

Your Committee further report, that they sent a circular letter (a copy of 
which is hereunto annexed) to each of the County Clerks in the Counties in this 
Diocese, containing a list of the Churches in the respective Counties, asking in- 
formation as to the filing and recording of the Articles of Incorporation of 
such Churches. That they received replies from all except the Clerks of Rock- 
land and Sullivan Counties, 

The Clerk of Westchester County replied ‘‘ That it was not necessary to 
have them recorded in the Registrar’s office.” Your Committee recommend that 
Churches, in all counties within the Diocese (except the counties of New York 
and Westchester) incorporated since 1881, should make examination, and ascer- 
tain if their articles of incorporation are properly recorded. 

Your Committee further report, that from the information they have ob- 
tained, it appears that the law has not been complied with in the respects 
herein referred to, as to the Churches, a list of which is hereunto annexed, and 
suggest that it would be well for such Churches to have the matter examined 
into, and the mistake corrected.

In the Archdeaconry of Duchess, the Chief Missioner, the Rev, Thomas 
Burgess, with the help of his assistants, the Rev. E. C. Bennett, and the Rey. 
Percy T. Fenn, has maintained the services of the Church at ten stations. The 
work at Hopewell Junction is of a specially promising nature, and it is expected 
that the erection of a chapel will soon be undertaken. Under the direction of 
the Rev. Francis E. Shober, regular ministrations have been secured for the 
parish at Pine Plains. Owing to his zealous care, a parish that had seemed dead 
for many. years, has risen with renewed life, and*apparently entered upon a 
career of great and permanent usefulness. In the Archdeaconry of West- 
chester the work has been kept up, and some new ventures started. Fifteen 
clergymen and two lay workers haye done official service in twenty churches 
and chapels. The services have been maintained at Carmel, Putnam Co., 
with increased interest. The summer home of Calvary Church, New York City, 
near that village, has added largely in the attendance of the services, and given 
helpful aid to the missionary. The Rev. Walter Mitchell, who officiates regu- 
larly at St. Mark’s, New Castle, has built a chapel at Croton Lake, and holds 
services there every Sunday. There are hopeful signs of progress in this 
Archdeaconry. 

In the Archdeaconry of Orange, the mission work has been prosecuted with 
vigor by its faithful missionaries, and the results accomplished under the head 
of new work at Greenwood Lake, Rosendale, Rifton, and Pine Hill are such as 
not only to justify the appropriations already made, but also to appeal strongly 
to the generous impulses of all interested in the spread of our beloved Church 
and the extension of her principles. 

At St. Simon’s, Concord, in the Archdeaconry of Richmond, a most encour- 
aging work is going on under Mr. Wasson, and both that mission and Elting- 
ville will soon become self-supporting parishes. Regular services have been 
instituted at the County Alms House where religious services had never been 
held. A new mission is to be begun at Mariner’s Harbor, under the special 
charge of the Rev. Mr. Harrower, where there is a most hopeful field for 
Church work. The parishes of the Island are most cordial and vigorous in 
their support of the Archdeacon and with the rapidly increasing population, 
there is a most encouraging prospect for the growth of the Church, 

The Board of Managers put on record with great satisfaction, that during 
the past year there was raised the sum of $15,599.83, but with the progress of 
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endeavor also comes the need of greater outlay. For the current year we shall 
require no less than $16,000, an increase of $2,500 over the appropriations of 
last year. We therefore beg to offer the following resolutions : :

This Record is first of all noteworthy for the large number of 
persons confirmed, for the very considerable addition to our Roll of 
Candidates for Holy Orders, for the admission to the Diaconate and 
the Priesthood of so goodly a number of those who have been trained 
for the Holy Ministry, and for the happy immunity of our Clergy, 
as compared with other years, from death. This latter cause of 
congratulation is chastened, however, as we recognize the places left 
vacant in the city and diocese by Dr. Barnard, Dr. Hobart, Mr. 
Snowden and Mr. Cooke; the first named, largely cut off from par- 
ticipation in such assemblages as this by reason of his infirmities, 
but illustrating his rare gifts by eminent service to science and litera- 
ture down to the very close of his life, and crowning the whole with 
the noble bequest of which we have lately heard, while Mr. Snow- 
den and Mr. Cooke, the former entitled by his years to honorable re- 
tirement, and the latter in the fullness and ripeness of his powers, 
were still engaged in the active duty of the Ministry. There are 
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lost types as there are lost arts, and Mr. Snowden, with his delicate 
refinement, his easy familiarity with classic authors, his quaint and 
beautiful courtesy, was almost an illustration of one'of the former, 
so rare, in our more brusque and hurried age, are graces of mind and 
character such as were his. His fragile and almost diaphanous 
presence, as though he were made of no common clay but of some 
fine and delicate porcelain; his reverent and benignant bearing in 
the Sanctuary, the perfume of his beautiful and unselfish priesthood 
and pastorate at Canterbury, were fitly associated with a name 
which links us with our Mother beyond the sea, and reminds us of 
Herbert and Keble, of Bemerton and Hursley. But in the memory 
of such a loss there come to us the words of that Elder Singer, ‘‘Com- 
fort ye, comfort ye, my people, saith your God: Say unto Jerusalem 
that her welfare is accomplished,” and as we repeat them we re- 
member not only Snowden, but Cooke, called to labor not in some 
quiet country retirement, but in the thickest of the battle, and leav- 
ing behind him memories not alone of matchless song, but of staunch 
and steadfast service, which those of us who were privileged, as I was, 
to know him from the beginning of his Ministry, will not soon 
forget. 

And then Dr. Hobart: may I venture to relate here an incident 
which occurred during the last Convention? He had entered the 
door of St. Augustine’s while this house was in session, and moving 
slowly up the aisle, paused at a pew, at the entrance to which sat a 
young divine, not, Iam happy to say, of our own Diocese. The 
youth looked up into the face of the old man, made no sign of wel- 
come, or movement of recognition, and looked away again. Dear 
Dr. Hobart, most surely doubly in his Father’s House, within the 
walls of any Chapel of Trinity Parish, hesitated an instant, turned 
back and sought an obscurer place near the door. And yet he, if 
any, could almost literally say of the growth and glory of this great 
Diocese, ‘‘All of which I saw, and part of which I was.” But this 
was Dr. Hobart. With gifts so exceptional that those who knew 
him best regarded his philosophic acumen as equalling, if-not excell- 
ing, that of the great prelate who was his father, with a culture both 
exact and various, with a rare vivacity of mind and manner, with 
powers, in a word, which fitted him to adorn conspicuous place, 
he spent the closing years of his life in a retirement so modest and 
obscure that by many of his contemporaries he was doubtless quite 
forgotten, while he illustrated there a gentleness, fidelity and humil- 
ity that made all who knew him love and honor him. 
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From the laity who were leaders in all good works, we have lost 
among others, Mr. William Scott, endeared to a wide circle of 
clergy and laity by his helpful service, his winning and ready kind- 
liness toward all needy people, and his wise co-operation, whether at 
home or abroad, in enterprises for the progress of the Church and 
the furtherance of the Gospel. A Churchman of the elder school, 
his sympathies were wider than his traditions, and he illustrated the 
Catholic spirit of the Church in its best meaning. Equally con- 
spicuous for excellent gifts and services were Messrs. Wm. R. David- 
son, Zion Church, Greenburgh; Cortlandt W. Starr, Treasurer of 
Christ Church, Pelham; Frederick A. Potts, Warden of Zion 
Church, New York; Francis Pott, Senior Warden of St. Luke’s 
Church, New York; Wm. F. Marvin, St. Andrew’s, Hoboken ; 
Francis ©. Hall, Warden of St. Stephen’s Church, New York; 
Robert E. Livingston, of Grace Church, New York; Charles Cong- 
don, Christ Church, New Brighton, for many years a delegate to 
the Diocesan Convention; Robert W. Edgar, for over twenty years 
Warden of Christ Church, Pelham; Prof. Robert W. Weir, United 
States Army, Senior Warden of Christ Church, Highland Falls, 
formerly Professor at West Point, largely instrumental in the erec- 
tion of the Church of the Holy Innocents, Highland Falls; Geo. H. 
Pelham, Church of the Epiphany, New York; Edward Ferguson, 
Grace Church, New York; and Chas. F. Alvord, Junior Warden of 
Holy Trinity, Harlem—all of whom have passed away since we last 
assembled here, to our loss and their everlasting gain. For ‘‘ God 
is not unrighteous that he will forget their works and labor of love.” 

Beyond the boundaries of this Diocese we may not forget that 
the Church has lost from her labors and councils the greatly-beloved 
and saintly Bishop of Wisconsin, Dr. Edward R. Welles ; and that 
the Church, both East and West, has been bereaved by the death of 
the brothers Gray, both honorably and eminently identified with the 
cause of Church education, both sons of this Diocese, to which they 
came back for burial, both cut off in the midst of their years, and 
both greatly endeared to many to whom I speak to-day, 

The very large increase in the number of persons confirmed dur- 
ing the past year is only one indication of the constant enlargement 
of the work of the Episcopate in this Diocese. I have confirmed, 
during the past year, nearly one thousand persons more than were 
confirmed during the previous year, and the increase of a single 
year thus exceeds the aggregate of confirmations in any half-dozen 
of twenty or thirty Dioceses which might be named. I mention the 
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fact because it points to a necessity which becomes daily more im- 
minent, and which I have for some time seen approaching, and that 
is, that the confirmations should in some instances be grouped, so 
that the candidates from two or three parishes in a single town or 
neighborhood may be presented in a single Church; and also that 
the Visitations should in more instances than heretofore be made in 
alternate years. 

Both these expedients are distasteful to me, for reasons which 
you can easily imagine. But we are practically powerless in this 
Diocese to obtain relief such as is demanded by the due consideration 
of claims other than those of parochial visitations, in any other way. 
Division is at present impossible, for we have no sufficiently strong 
centre to become the See City of a new Diocese. We are denied the 
relief which would be afforded by a suffragan Episcopate, and other 
modes of providing what is needed are limited in their use by the 
absence of conditions which do not now exist. Under these cir- 
cumstances, and with due regard to the administrative and institu- 
tional work which devolves upon the Ordinary in this Diocese, it 
seems necessary that some such concentration of the Confirmations 
should be effected as will at once diminish the number of services, 
and enlarge the opportunity for making an Episcopal Visitation 
somewhat more, in its more direct contacts and less hurried con- 
ditions, than it has been heretofore. In securing these ends, I ask 
—and Iam bold to think I shall not be denied, though it may be 
given at the cost of some personal sacrifices—your cordial co-opera- 
tion. 

The edifices consecrated or opened for Divine Service, and the 
Mission congregations organized, during the past year, are very 
gratifying indications of the growth of the Church in the Jiocese, 
and cause for devout thankfulness; but they also suggest considera- 
tions which, in the light of the past, and in view of the probabilities 
of the future are most important, and which it has become time that 
I should submit to you. 

Our earlier progress in this city and Diocese was conditioned by 
many difficulties, and led, not unnaturally, to the adoption of what 
might be called, in the matter of Church extension, an almost in- 
discriminately permissive policy. A momentary enthusiasm and, 
not infrequently it is to be feared, a temporary defection; the de- 
sire, in some instances, unduly to magnify individual likes or dislikes 
in matters of worship, or even of mere taste; a love of pre-eminence, 
which daily indicates that the successors of Diotrephes have not yet 
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wholly ceased from among us; a zeal for the improvement of neigh- 
voring real estate, sometimes even greater than zeal for the Lord’s 
House; that pathetic loneliness, in some waste place in the Diocese, 
which, amid the dissonant voices of alien faiths and forms, cries out 
for the reverent and venerable speech of our Mother the Church— 
all these and kindred influences have conspired to promote on the 
part of those in authority a somewhat facile and always amiable 
assent to new enterprises, which has issued in a large harvest of 
feebleness, impotence, and ultimate failure. A few years ago we 
had upon our Journal a list of extinct or expiring parishes, which 
employed no minister, held no services, and did no work. I believe 
they have lately vanished from its pages, but Iam not sure that we 
were wise to let them go. So long as they remained there, they 
were at least of service as a warning. We were wise, however, and 
of that I am profoundly persuaded, to adopt three years ago the 
Canon known as Canon XII. of this Diocese, and which enacts as 
follows : | 


CANON XII. 
OF THE ESTABLISHMENT OF NEW PLACES OF PUBLIC WORSHIP. 


‘‘In places where the Church is already established, no new 
‘* Parish shall be formed, or new Church or Chapel be established, 
““or new congregation be gathered, nor shall the site of any existing 
“Church, Chapel, or congregation be changed without the written 
““consent of the Bishop of the Diocese, and the formal approval of 
‘the Standing Committee. But such action of the Standing Com- 
<‘ mittee shall not be taken until previous notice has been given to 
“the Rectors and Vestries of the three Churches or congregations 
‘‘ whose places of public worship shall be nearest to the site pro- 
““yosed for the new place of worship, and until at least one month 
“‘has been allowed such Rectors and Vestries to present any objec- 
*“tions they may have. 

‘© In places where the Church is nak established, the written con- 
“‘sent of the Bishop of the Diocese, acting by and with the advice 
‘‘and consent of the Standing Committee, shall be sufficient for the 
<* formation of a new Parish.” 

I read the Law because, as yet, I confess I have been unable to 
find any considerable evidence among us of familiarity with it, and 
because it rests upon principles of such fundamental consequence 
and wide-reaching importance, that it may be said to have inaugu- 
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rated a policy, at once wise, forecasting, and just. Until the adop- 
tion of this Canon, the law of the Diocese, in the absence of any 
other touching this matter, was that of the General Convention as 
expressed in Canon 3, Title III. of the Digest, and which reads as 
follows : 

«§ 1. [2.] Until a Canon or other regulation of a Diocesan 
Convention shall have been adopted, the formation of new Parishes 
or establishment of new Churches or congregations within the limits 
of other Parishes, shall be vested in the Bishop of the Diocese, 
acting by and with the advice and consent of the Standing Com- 
mittee thereof; and in the case of there being no Bishop, in the 
Keclesiastical Authority.” 

It will thus be seen that these two Canons, the one of this Dio- 
cese, and the other of the General Convention, are substantially 
identical, and [amat a loss to understand the misapprehension in 
regard to this matter which exists in the minds of the Clergy and 
Laity, except upon the supposition that they have confused with the 
law above stated, the provisions of § vi. of Canon 14 of Titie I. of 
the Digest, which have reference to the intrusion, for the purpose 
of temporally officiating, by one Minister into the Cure or Parish of 
another. The definition in that Canon, for a particular purpose, of 
Parish boundaries, is commonly taken as though it left territory and 
souls outside of such boundaries at the discretion of anybody who 
chose to occupy the one or to minister to the other. But the speci- 
fic provisions of our own Canon XII. of the Diocese, show plainly that 
there is no warrant for any such position as this. There is, indeed, 
a judicious and considerate provision in our own Canon that, before 
consent and approval are given by the Ordinary and Standing Com- 
mittee to the initiation or organization of a new Church or Chapel, 
the Ministers of neighboring Cures shall be heard ; but even in the 
case of such initiation or organization, by the Minister of a particular 
Cure, of a Chapel or Mission, or congregation within the boundaries 
of his own Cure, the consent and approval of the Bishop and his 
Canonical advisers are required, and are alone required. In a word, 
no Minister is competent, anywhere, or under any conditions, to 
proceed without these, and on the other hand, such consent and 
approval are all that are required. 

Such a provision, I am disposed to think, is on the whole the best 
that can be made. It is eminently undesirable that even the best- 
intentioned enthusiasm should be at liberty to set about a work of 
Church extension, in which an exclusive consideration of the inter- 
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ests of a part, and that usually a small part, should disregard the 
larger and more lasting interests of the whole. The Church, like 
the State, is a Commonwealth, and the growth of the Ecclesiastical 
Commonwealth must be determined by the common weal.’ At 
this moment, there is going on in the Mother Church an inter- 
esting and suggestive discussion as to the revival of. Religious 
Orders of men,—a movement which perhaps I might venture to 
remark does not appear to excite among our brethren beyond the 
sea the panic-stricken apprehension with which, a few years ago, 
such a movement was welcomed among ourselves. I do not forget 
the extreme and characteristic caution with which the movement is: 
discussed by eminent members of the Anglican Episcopate ; but the 
significant thing is that the most cordial and outspoken word in the 
whole discussion has been uttered by the Bishop of Chester (whose 
youth in the Episcopal Office possibly explains his frankness and 
unreserve) in a noteworthy communication in which he calls atten- 
tion to the defective ministration of the Word and Sacraments owing 
to the multiplication of weak and insufficiently-manned centres. 
Undoubtedly, if every one in Priest’s orders were what is called, in 
the phrase of the hour, an “all-round man,” the deficiency would 
not be so great. But there are very few “all-round men,” and these 
would be far more efficient if the one gift which, whether great or 
small, is with every man the pre-eminent gift, had opportunity for 
worthy training and development. That our present system is not 
favorable to such development is one, and avery grave one, of 
its defects. But it is only one. When it comes to the ques- 
tion of the impression to be made upon any particular neighbor- 
hood, and to the questions of permanency, dignity, adequacy of 
ministration, and especially to the question of aggressive or out 
populating power, the evidence in favor of fewer and stronger cen- 
tres is simply overwhelming. Jam not in favor of any servile imi- 
tations of Roman or any other alien methods, in this particular, but 
I hope we are not above learning (as. the Church of Rome seems to 
be learning to-day in the matter of occasional gatherings for the 
discussion of questions of practical and temporary interests, by the 
Clergy and Laity) from those whose conspicuous success in the mat- 
ter of parochial organizations must needs be cordially admitted. 
And, therefore, it is that, as it appears to me, the time has come 

when I should call attention to the law of this Diocese as on the line 
of such a policy of Church Extension as I have indicated, and of my 
own purpose to adhere to it. To vest, in any particular instance, 
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the question of the multiplication of Parishes in the Bishop and 
Standing Committee is not, indeed, to vest it in an infallible tribu- 
nal; but Ido not see how, on the whole, we are to get a more im- 
partial one. ‘The Bishop certainly has as sincere and earnest a 
desire for the growth of the Diocese as anybody, and if, in any par- 
ticular instance, interest, prejudice or personal feeling should un- 
consciously influence him to be obstructive, his Standing Commit- 
tee, it is to be hoped, would have the courage and candor to express 
its dissent in unmistakable, and, doubtless, ultimately persuasive 
tones. And, vice versa, if the obstructionists were the Standing 
Committee and not the Bishop, that body is the creature of the 
Diocese, and no Diocese would long sustain it in such a course. 

On the other hand, the opportunities of the Ordinary and his 
advisers for a dispassionate and comprehensive view of any particular 
proposal for Church Extension are likely to be greater and better 
than those of any individual, and, incidentally, it is to be noted 
that the usage hitherto prevailing among us of devolving the un- 
gracious task of obstruction in such cases upon neighboring Rectors, 
involving as it does the almost certain imputation of unworthy 
motives, is wholly avoided. Such persons are, on the one hand, 
recognized as entitled to be heard, and on the other to be relieved 
from the odium of pronouncing an adverse verdict. That odium, in 
fact, must fall largely upon the Ordinary, and this gives me an 
opportunity to say that, painful as the task may be, I shall not 
shrink from it. It is because I dare not, that I have thus revived 
the whole subject, and that I beg every one of those to whom I speak 
to believe that in such decisions as for my own part I shall be con- 
strained to reach, | am compelled by considerations of such far- 
reaching importance as I have endeavored here to set before you. 
Such considerations, I submit, ought to lift any and every individual 
case quite out of the realm of mere personalities, and, in this connec- 
tion, | am thankful for the opportunity of expressing my grateful 
appreciation of the action of those in influential positions in the 
Diocese who have recognized it. The policy of Trinity Parish in 
aiding feeble parishes already in existence, instead of creating new 
centres for its own work, and of St. Bartholomew’s Church in a 
similar instance during the past.year, are along this wise line. Con- 
solidation, rather than multiplication, needs to be our watchword in 
many instances, for some time to come, and, while undoubtedly 
there is new territory to be occupied by newly organized parishes 
such as those which have knocked at our doors during this Conven- 
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tion, such Church Extension needs to proceed with deliberation, 
forecast, and comprehensive consideration of the good of the whole.

FEDERATE COUNCIL. 


The dangers of unchecked individualism, as they have been illus- 
trated in the history of Church Extension, prepare the way for some 
reference to difficulties and dangers of a similar character growing 
out of the multiplication and isolation of Dioceses. ‘To meet}such 
dangers in the State, which was originally the undivided Diocese of 
New York, steps were taken in the year 1867, for the organization of 
what has since come to be known as the Federate Council of the Dio- 
ceses of New York. At the Convention, in that year, of this Diocese, 
the Committee on the Division of the Diocese submitted a report, 
signed by the Rev. Drs. Haight, Littlejohn, Alexander H. Vinton, J. 
Ireland Tucker, Hoffman, W. F. Morgan, and Reese, and Messrs. 
Hamilton Fish, and others, which contained, among others, the fol- 
lowing Resolution : | 


“TV. Resolved, That the General Convention be requested to enact a Permis- 
sive Canon, authorizing a Federate Council of the Dioceses now existing or 
which hereafter may be erected within the limits of the State of New York; 
and that it be referred to a Special Committee of Five, to be appointed by the 
Bishop, to prepare a draft of a memorial to that body on the subject, together 
with a plan for such Federate Council in conformity with the principles con- 
tained in this Report, and to report to the next Convention.” Jowrnal, 1867, 
p. 98. 

This Resolution was adopted by a unanimous vote; p. 97, 1868. 

A Committee of Five was appointed by the Bishop (Drs. Haight, A. H- 
Vinton, Littlejohn, and Messrs. Hamilton Fish and Orlando Meads) who sub- 
mitted a plan and memorial (55-58), which were printed and made Order of the 
Day (p. 44), fully discussed on several occasions, amended, and adopted in this 
form.

‘©T, Whenever the General Convention shall have passed a Canon authoriz- 
ing the formation of a Federate Council! of the Dioceses within this State, the 
Bishop of the Mother Diocese, with the assent of the major part of the Bishops 
of the other Dioceses, shall call the Primary Council of the several Dioceses. 

‘II. The said Primary Council shall take Order as to the organization of a 
Federate Council of the said Dioceses, and as to all the necessary regulations for 
the conduct thereof. 

‘‘TII, The said Primary Council shall consist: 

‘*1. Of the Bishops. 

‘¢ 2. Of eight Clerical and eight Lay Deputies, or of Deputies in such ratio of 
representation as may be determined by the General Convention. 

“TV. Inthe said Primary Council, the Bishops, the Clergy, and the Laity shall 
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vote by Orders ; and no action shall be valid without the concurrence of a majority 
of each Order voting separately. And no plan of a permanent organization 
shall be binding upon any Diocese unless with the consent of the Bishop 
and Convention of said Diocese.”

‘*Your Memorialists deem the organization and establishment of such Fed- 
erate Council to be called for by considerations of very high expediency, and 
to be necessary to the full development of the resources of the Church in the 
State . . . . and to the preservation of her inherent rights and privileges 
in her relations with the State oi 

They pray for the enactment of a Canon in words following or of like 
tenor : 

‘‘Itis hereby declared lawful for the Dioceses now existing or hereafter 


to exist . . . . to establish for themselves a Federate Convention or 
Council, etc.” See Journal of 1868, pp. 90, 91. 
1869. ‘‘ The following persons were duly elected Deputies to the Federate

‘On motion of the Secretary it was 

‘“* Resolved, That in case of any vacancy, which mayin any way occur among 
the Delegates to the Federate Council, the Bishop of the Diocese be empowered 
and requested to appoint some person from among the members of the Conven- 
tion, with the consent and concurrence of the Standing Committee of the Dio- 
cese, to fill the same.”

Dioceses in the State, it will be a course entirely tentative. If they can find a 
useful way of employing themselves without attempting to interfere with the 
present constitution and policy of Dioceses, they will probably secure the gen. 
eral favor of the Church, and this primary meeting may result in something 
permanent. I reserve my judgment and decision as to my own action until the 
spirit and aims of the ‘ Primary Federate Council’ shall have developed them- 
selves, and so, no doubt, will this Diocese and tlie General Convention.” p. 107. 

‘In accordance with a request addressed to me by my Rt. Rev. Brethren the 
Bishops of four other Dioceses within this State, 1 have recently issued a call 
for a primary meeting of the representatives of the five Dioceses in what has 
been termed a ‘Federate Council.’ . . . . It is probably known to most 
persons in this Diocese that in all the proceedings that have taken place here 
and in the General Convention upon this subject I have been entirely passive. 
I have done nothing to obstruct action and nothing to forward it.” p. 106. 

1871. Such a meeting was subsequently had in this city, and the following 
is a communication from the Federate Council requesting election of Delegates 
and endorsing Declaration of Powers, etc., adopted January 25th, 1871, pre- 
sented, received, and read. Journal, pp. 48, 44. 

‘On motion of the Secretary 1t was 

‘* Resolved, That this Convention . . . . will vote for Deputies to the 
Federate Council (if any) which may be held before the next Annual Conven- 
tion of this diocese.” p. 44,

Such a report will doubtless be presented by the deputies from 
this Diocese to the Federate Council to this body, and meantime I 
desire to complete the history already given in outline, by stating 
my own relation to it. 

In the year 1884 I received a communication from my brethren 
of the Episcopal office in this Diocese, requesting that, under the 
provisions of the resolution by which, nearly fifteen years before, 
it had been adjourned, I should convene that body. This I de- 
clined to do, on the ground that I was not the Bishop of the 
Diocese, and that whatever were the terms of the assignment under 
which, in accordance with the provisions of Canon XV, of Title I. 
(§ v.), I was administering the Diocese, they did not estop its 
Bishop from issuing such a call as was asked, if in his discretion 
he should deem it expedient—a. discretion which, in my judg- 
ment, he was entirely competent to exercise. 

Some time after the death of the late Bishop of New York this 
request was renewed, and coming, as, it did, from those who were 
greatly my seniors in years and in the Episcopate, I did not think 
I ought to disregard it. Since then two meetings of the Council 
have been had—one in February, 1888, and the other during the 
same month of the present year. 

At both these meetings, but especially at the latter, a considerable 
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divergency of sentiment was apparent, both as to the powers to be 
asked for from the General Convention and as to the expediency of 
the maintenance of any such organization under any circumstances 
whatever. From a quarter which entitled the opinions expressed to 
the most respectful consideration, and upon the floor of more than 
one Diocesan Convention, it had been explicitly or implicitly inti- 
mated that the Federate Council was a species of Trojan horse which, 
once admitted as a part of the organic life of individual Dioceses, 
threatened to overrun them with foreign ideas and usurpations ; 
and a very general impression was created that its machinery was 
likely to be used to exalt a Diocese, already sufficiently sensible of 
its consequence, to undue prominence and primacy. As whatever has 
been done already has been done under Episcopal pressure from 
without this Diocese, these intimations do not seem to require any 
very serious consideration. 

But meantime, side by side with this whole discussion, there has 
been going on another, which concerns the same general question in 
much wider and more important aspects. Nearly a quarter of a 
century ago, the Presiding Bishop of our American Church called 
attention to the necessity, sure to arise out of its growth, for some 
reorganization of a body so considerable as to be already, in its 
chief legislative impersonation, cumbrous and unwieldy. Any well- 
informed Churchman must be familiar. with the rise and progress of 
the discussion, and the literature which debated what is known as 
the Provincial System, and I need not rehearse the history of that 
discussion here. A very admirable presentation of the situation, as 
it appeared to many intelligent Churchmen, is contained in the re- 
port from the Committee on Canons, presented to the House of 
Deputies of the General Convention of 1877 by the Rev. Dr. Fulton. 
Before referring, however, to that report, it is essential to the his- 
tory of this whole matter to remember that, as early as 1871, Bishop 
Whittingham of Maryland, in concurrence with the presiding Bishop 
and others of the Senior Bishops, had submitted to the General 
Convention a plan for creating, by Constitutional enactment, eight 
Provincial Synods, covering the whole territory of the United States. 
The importance with which this proposition was regarded is indicated 
by the fact that it was referred to a Commission of Bishops, nominated 
by a special Committee and chosen by ballot ; and that, as its terms 
indicated, it contemplated the transfer of a very considerable part of 
the functions of the General Convention to the several Provincial 
Synods provided for by the proposed Article 4 of the Constitution. 
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The subject was reported upon to the General Conventions of 
1874 and 1877, and it was in the latter year that memorials, peti- 
tions, and kindred propositions, emanating from various Dioceses, 
and in particular from the Diocese of Minnesota, were referred to 
the Committee of the House of Deputies to which I have already 
alluded. The substance of their report is as follows : 

*‘In the opinion of the Committee, it would be inexpedient for 
this Convention, by Canon or otherwise, to attempt at this time to 
establish any artificial system of Provinces or Federation of Dioceses 
for any purposes whatever; but, on the other hand, the Commit- 
tee are equally of the opinion that nothing in the Constitution or 
Canons of the Church forbids the voluntary association of contigu- 
ous Dioceses for many purposes which may be found by them to 
be necessary or expedient. ‘To some considerable extent, this has 
already been done, with great advantage to thé Church, especially 
in the matter of education. In the Southern States, for example, 
ten Dioceses have united in the support and government of the 
University of the South; in the Northwest, ten Dioceses have, in a 
similar way, united for educational purposes; and in other regions 
of the country there are colleges, senrinaries, and other institutions 
under the united control of two or more Dioceses. For other pur- 
poses than those of education there have been indications of a grow- 
ing conviction of the necessity of mutual conference and possibly of 
organized co-operation among contiguous Dioceses, to whom, in the 
providence of God,some peculiar part of his work has been com- 
mitted. Thus the Bishops, Clergy, and Laity of the South, to whom 
the spiritual care of the freedmen is a constant and heavy charge, 
have agreed upon a:conference on various subjects connected with 
their position and its peculiar duties. In like manner a conference 
of the Bishops, Clergy, and Laity of the northern part of the Mis- 
sissippi Valley has been agreed upon, at which practical questions 
concerning their peculiar missionary field are to be considered. In 
these and such like indications of. the drawing together of our 
Dioceses for the more efficient prosecution of the work of Christ, the 
Committee on Canons can see no cause for apprehension, but rather 
of devout thankfulness to Almighty God and of strong hope for the 
early future of the Church ; and if experience shall prove that even 
closer unions among contiguous Dioceses would tend to promote the 
more efficient working of the Church within their borders, the Com- 
mittee can see no good reason why such unions should be forbidden 
or discountenanced. 
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“There seem to be specially good reasons why the Church, in a 
great State or commonwealth, should in some way retain a visible 
‘unity, when divided into several Dioceses. In the opinion of the 
Committee it is something more than a mere sentiment which shrinks 
from the dismemberment of a Diocese, and particularly from the dis- 
memberment of a historical Diocese, such, for example, as New York 
or Virginia. Necessary as such divisions have been and will again 
be, still, something may be lost by them. Old connections are 
sundered, sacred associations are broken, the power of visible unity 
is weakened, and too often division is followed by the clash of con- 
flicting interests. If the Dioceses in any State can obviate these 
disadvantages without detriment to their Diocesan rights or inter- 
ests, and without encroaching on the prerogatives of the General 
Convention, the Committee on Canons are of the opinion that 
they should by all means be encouraged so to do, 

*‘ Again, it appears desirable that all the Dioceses in any State 
should have some regular means of consultation on their common 
interests, so far, at least, as these may be affected by the acts of the 
civil legislature. The tenure and taxation of Church property, for 
example, and the duties and obligutions of the Clergy in celebrat- 
‘ing marriages, are matters which might at any moment be seriously 
or even disastrously affected by an act of the Legislature; and in 
such a case the united representations of the whole Church in a 
great commonwealth might be expected to have greater weight than 
the separate action of smaller bodies. 

«« Again, there is a serious inconvenience which might possibly 
be obviated by the voluntary action of contiguous Dioceses. At 
present there is an endless variety in our codes of Diocesan Canons. 
Indeed, in our newer Dioceses, hardly any two codes are alike, 
and some of them, naturally enough, are exceedingly crude and ill- 
digested. If several Dioceses were voluntarily to unite in compiling 
a code of Canons on subjects not strictly local in their application, 
such code to be sufficiently ratified by their several Conventions, 
uniformity would certainly be promoted, and it is probable that. 
the Canons of many Dioceses would be greatly improved. The 
experiment is now being made in the Dioceses of Wisconsin and 
Fond du Lac. 

“« Still, further there is grave reason to doubt whether one of the 
most serious defects in our whole system can ever be safely removed, 
unless by the voluntary co-operation of contiguous Dioceses. At 
present we have no courts of appeal in causes ecclesiastical, and it

has been seriously questioned whether any such court can properly 
be erected which shall be superior in authority to the present Dio- 
cesan Courts, otherwise than by the consent of the Dioceses them- 
selves ; but if several contiguous Dioceses were voluntarily to agree, 
and to insert in their Diocesan Constitutions some such provision as 
this, that an appeal from the sentence of a Diocesan Court might be 
laid before the Bishops of the Dioceses so agreeing, together with an 
equal number of assessors, to be canonically appointed, the present 
graye defect of our judicial system would be thus far measurably 
removed, without violence either to the existing rights of Dioceses 
or to the authority of the General Convention, which has left this 
whole matter to the discretion of the Dioceses. 

“<The memorial of the Diocese of Minnesota, to which the Com- 
mittee on Canons has given serious and respectful consideration, 
seems only to desire a declaration that Federations of Dioceses are 
lawful within the boundaries of a single State or commonwealth, and 
our present Canon (Canon VIII. of Title III., p. 137 of the Digest). 
declares thus much and no more. But if the Dioceses in a single 
State or commonwealth have the right, as this Canon declares, ‘ to 
establish for themselves a Federate Convention or Council represent- 
ing such Dioceses, which may deliberate and decide upon the com- 
mon interests of the Church within the limits aforesaid,’ the 
Committee are unable to see why the Dioceses in two or more con- 
tiguous States have not an equal right to establish a similar Federate 
Convention for themselves. Why, for example, should not the six 
Dioceses of New England form a Federate Council or Convention,. 
if they think it necessary or expedient, as well as the five Dioceses 
in the single State of New York? The Committee are of opinion 
that the present Canon should be so modified as to recognize the 
right of Dioceses in contiguous States to form a Federate Council, 
if they desired to do so, as well as those which lie within the boun- 
daries of single States. . 

“ Entertaining the views sige: ere aaa oe Committee are not 
prepared to recommend the adoption of the Canon proposed by the 
Diocese of Minnesota, nor any other changes in our present Canon 
than have been explained in this report. They therefore propose the 
following resolution for the consideration of the Convention : ” 

And then there follows the proposed Canon, the terms of which 
are substantially identical with those of Canon VI. of Title IIL., as 
it is to be found in the Digest to-day. 

The General Convention did not, it would thus appear, find it- 
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self prepared for so grave a step as that contemplated by Bishop 
Whittingham. It did perceive, however, the propriety of recog- 
nizing certain immediate necessities recited in the report presented 
to the House of Deputies in 1877, and it undertook to provide 
for them by the temporary and tentative expedient of Federate 
Councils. 

Since then the situation has only changed in this, that the ne- 
cessity for such provision is, in the judgment of an increasing 
number of those interested, more urgent and more obvious. The 
relation of the matter of the administration of ecclesiastical disci- 
pline to the whole subject of Provincial or Federate Councils was then 
only one of many considerations had in view. Since then events 
have forced it to the front as a matter of primary consequence, and 
the problem of providing a Court of Appeals is already recognized 
by many as finding its most effectual solution in a return to primi- 
tive usage, and to the ancient Constitution of the Catholic Church. 

In this view, the consummation of the proposed plan for a Fed- 
erate Council, composed of the several Dioceses in this and other 
States, or in contiguous regions, has seemed to me at once wise and 
cautious. Itis tentative andexperimental. Itcommits the Church 
at large in nowise to the Provincial System, but it would help un- 
doubtedly to prepare the way for it. It is somewhat surprising, 
therefore, to be told by eminent authorities more directly concerned 
with the question in this State, that if we are to have anything of 
the sort it had better be the Provincial System in its fullest develop- 
ment, and no such temporary expedient as the Federate Council. 
But no student of history can be ignorant of the fact that neither 
- reforms nor reconstructions, social, political, or ecclesiastical, come 
usually in any such way as that, and that when they do they are least 
of all likely to be healthy, conservative, or efficient. Changes which 
insist upon making a way for themselves on all-fours are liable to 
sharp revulsions of popular feeling, and ultimate defeat. 

It is for this reason that the consummation of our present plan 
in the State of New York has appeared to be both judicious and op- 
portune. If there are those anywhere who see in it, so far as we of 
this Diocese are concerned, the dark shadow of metropolitan ag- 
grandizement, it is enough to say that, in my own judgment, the 
Federate Council will fail of its pre-eminent mission unless by means 
of it both metropolitan and all other Bishops and Dioceses are con- 
siderably shorn of powers which may now be exercised with grave 
disregard to the rights of the Clergy and people at large. A Diocese 
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may now make its own laws for the trial of a Priest or Deacon, and 
a Bishop may now adjudicate under them with no possible avenue 
of appeal open to the accused but that of the civil courts. I do not 
hesitate to say that such a condition of things ought, to any intelli- 
gent student of Church History, to present a grave anomaly; and 
all the more since, in marked contrast with the unrestricted power 
of the Bishop in administering sentence, the Canons provide that he 
may not exercise clemency to one who has been so sentenced without 
first obtaining the consent of four of his brethren of the Episcopate. 
This certainly 7s straining “the quality of mercy,” and dismissing 
judgment to go its way unbridled. For myself, I believe profoundly, 
that questions of discipline, questions of race, local questions of 
missionary policy and progress, far more than merely local questions 
of civil or material interest, will compel us before long to turn from 
a body such as the General Convention, already grown too unwieldy 
for purposes of efficient legislation, and clothed with no power for 
administrating the laws which it makes, to that venerable and well- 
tried agency known as the Provincial Synod; and until we can 
get that, to such qualified and restricted form of the same thing as 
is to be had in a Federate Council. 

Meantime the attitude of this Diocese may well be purely passive. 
I am willing to strain the requirements of courtesy as far as anybody, 
but I do not think it necessary that we should needlessly invite dis- 
honoring imputations in order to further the wishes of those from 
among whomthey come. For myself I think it right to say that the 
Federate Council having adjourned, to meet in accordance with the 
designation of place and day by the Bishop of this Diocese, I shall, 
as at present advised, either decline to make such designation until 
requested by the unanimous voice of the other Bishops and Deputies, 
or else move the adjournment of the body, from time to time, until 
the air is cleared of suspicions equally unworthy and unintelligent. 
There are grave defects, in remedying which, such a body can 
largely aid. But they may better wait correction until we can secure 
substantial unanimity and loyal and cordial co-operation in dealing 
with them. ‘The principle of the supremacy of the Diocesan Kpis- 
copate, like that of States’ Rights, may die hard, but the Kingdom 
of God is larger than any Diocese, and ecclesiastical legislation will 
one day come to own it. 

Meantime, dear brethren, it belongs to you and me to address our- 
selves to the tasks for which we are more immediately responsible, 
and above all to strive, in discharging them, for that spirit which, 
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seeking not its own gain or glory, shall best enable us to serve our 
Master and His Church. I can well understand how some earnest 
mind that has followed me thus far may have said to itself, as it 
listened to this wearisome discussion of questions of parish boundaries 
and church building and Federate Councils and the like: “Oh, for 
one word of trumpet-tongued entreaty to those who are the stewards 
of their Lord’s mysteries, to think of dying souls and stricken hearts 
and homes, and sheep without a shepherd!” But are the two lines 
of thought so far apart? I have been urging, in connection with 
both the subjects which I have more at length discussed in this 
Address, the importance of such a view of them as is not narrow, 
local, parochial, Diocesan—but large enough to discern something 
more than individual well-being or merely personal prerogative or 
success. But how can we gain such a view, without it be His gift 
who still unseals the blind eyes of prejudice and selfishness, and 
shows us our oneness, whatever our spiritual cure or sphere, parish 
or Diocese, in Himself? Believe me, when that gift is ours, we shall 
not be wanting in the zeal that serves Him in eager love for those 
whom He died to save; and as little shall we be wanting in that 
‘‘oenius of self-effacement,” as one has called it, which does not 
clamor for its rights, but rejoices rather in the sacrifices of one for 
the good of all. Let us hold fast to our precious heritage of Cath- 
olic Faith and Doctrine. But this, too, is the Catholic Faith, 
** Look not every man on his own things, but every man on the 
things of others ;” for ‘‘he that loveth God will love his brother 
also.” 

It is proper that, in concluding this Address, I should remind you 
of the approaching session, in this place, of the General Conven- 
tion, and ask for its deliberations the aid of your prayers and those 
of your people. I have not been accustomed to regard it as a part of 
my duty to discuss issues which are to be settled (so far as they are 
to be settled at all) elsewhere, by another body, nor to tax your 
time, nor the pages of our Journal, by the expression of opinions 
which, next week or the week after, the greater wisdom and wider 
vision of my brethren may give me very good reason for changing. 
But it belongs to this occasion to remind ourselves that the benefits 
of a General Convention come from contacts, often quite as much as 
from debates; and I venture to ask that every one of those to whom I 
speak this morning will charge himself with the duty and the priv- 
ilege of such personal courtesies to these strangers soon to be 
within our gates, who are pre-eminently our brethren in Christ, as it 
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may be in his power to extend. It will be a happy thing if, indi- 
vidually, or by some concert among the Rectors of parishes, oppor- 
tunity shall be afforded to the Clergy and Laity who will be tempo- 
rarily resident among us to see the many interesting and suggestive 
illustrations, such as are afforded in this parish, Trinity, Grace, the 
Church of the Holy Communion and others, of the means of deal- 
ing with the religious problems set for us to solve. Our Chapels, 
Mission Houses, Homes, Shelters, and the like, are object-lessons of 
which many of our brethren will be glad to see all that we will let 
them. And those who can do no more may, by kindly speech and 
welcome, make it felt that we are not: insensible to the presence 
among us of those whose faith and fellowship and aims are one with 
ours. And pray ye ‘‘ for the peace of Jerusalem: They shall prosper 
that love thee |”

In regard to the Financial Exhibit, the Treasurer and I regret that no accurate account has 
been kept of many sums received and disbursed. Considerable money was raised for the Sun- 
day-school and for repairs on the Church building and Rectory, and for Missionary objects— 
sent directly to the workers—which is not represented in the Exhibit. 

The congregations are increasing, and the finances of the Parish correspondingly. 

Save for a note of $1,500, there is no debt, and the Vestry hope to pay this off in a short 
time, as well as to contribute to more objects outside those parochial.

During the past year, the Parish has received a small legacy—the first in its history—for our 
Mission Work on the east side of the city. This legacy, when it became known, was increased 
by a similar sum, through the generosity of another parishioner. We hope this legacy may be 
the forerunner of many to come. 

The past year will be to us memorable, as having given to the Parish Church (1), a 
beautiful memorial window, by Tiffany, ‘‘in loving remembrance of R. 8.

Christ Church was built in 1872, but, through unfortunate circumstances, it came about that 
five years ago it was to be sold under foreclosure for non-payment of interest on mortgage. Mrs. 
Virginia Clark paid a floating debt of $706, and gave her bond for the mortgage, thus saving the 
property to the Church, Four years ago, when the present Rector took charge, the church 
property was encumbered by a mortgage of $4,800. 

About Christmas, 1884, Mrs. Virginia Clark made a very generous offer, promising to con- 
tinue to pay the interest on the mortgage if the Vestry would work to pay off the debt, and after 
haying cleared the property to put it into the hands of the Trustees of the Estate and Property 
of the Diocesan Convention of New York. The Vestry agreed to this, and the Rector, fully 
appreciating Mrs. Clark’s kindness and generosity, made it his all-absorbing object to wipe out 
that debt and place the property securely into the hands of the Trustees. There was then but a 
slight hope of a speedy accomplishment of this task, but, with God’s help, the assistance of kind 
friends, and the faithful exertions of the congregation, the goal has been reached. During the 
first year $500 were paid off, during the second $1,000, during the third $1,300, and during this 
fourth year, on September 28th, 1888, the last $2,000 were paid and the mortgage lifted. On the 
second Sunday in Advent, December 9, 1888, the church was consecrated, and now the deed and 
all the necessary documents have been delivered and exchanged, and the property belongs to the:

THE 


CONSTITUTION 
PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CHURCH 


DIOCESE OF NEW YORK ; 


_ As Adopted October 11, 1796; and Amended October 17, 1827; October 2, 1834 ; 
October 4, 1839 ; September 29, 1843; September 26, 1850 ; September 28, 
1860 ; September 28, 1882 ; and September 26, 1889. 


ARTICLE I. 


THERE shall be a Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
in this Diocese on the last Wednesday in September in each year, 
in such place as shall be determined by the Bishop for the time 
being; or, in case of his inability to act, or of a vacancy in the Epis- 
copate, by the Standing Committee. In the event of the prevalence 
of any epidemic disease, or for other sufficient cause occurring after 
the designation of the place of the meeting of the Annual Conven- 
tion, the Bishop, or in case of his inability to act, or of a vacancy 
in the Episcopate, the Standing Committee may appoint another 
place for the meeting of the Convention. 


ARTICLE IL. 


The Bishop shall have power to call Special Conventions, wher 
he may judge it conducive to the good of the Church; and shall do 
so when applied to for that purpose by the Standing Committee ; 
and in case of a vacancy in the Episcopate, the Standing Committee 
shall have power to call a Special Convention. : 


ARTICLE IIL 


_ The Conyention shall be composed of the officiating Ministers 
regularly received into this Diocese, and settled in some Church 
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which is in union with this Convention; and of Lay Members, con- 
sisting of not exceeding three Delegates from each Church, to be 
chosen by the Vestry or Congregation ; and Clergymen employed as 
Missionaries under the direction of this Convention, and Clergymen 
engaged as Professors or Instructors of youth in any College, Acad- 
emy, or General Seminary of Learning, duly incorporated, and 
Clergvmen engaged as Superintendents or Chaplains in any incor- 
porated Charitable Institution, may be members of the Conyen- 
tion. No clergyman, however, shall have a right to a seat in the 
Convention unless he has been canonically resident in this Diocese 
for the period of six months immediately preceding the meeting of 
the Convention. 


ARTICLE IV. 


Every Convention shall be opened with prayers and a sermon ; 
and the preacher shall be nominated by the Bishop, or in case of 
his inability to act, or a vacancy in the Episcopate, by the Standing 
Committee. 


ARTICLE V. 


The Bishop shall preside in the Convention; but in case of a 
vacancy, or necessary absence, the members shall elect a President 
from among the Clergy. 


ARTICLE VI. 


A Secretary shall be chosen, upon the assembling of the Annual 
Convention, from among the members thereof, who shall remain in 
office until the meeting of the next Convention. His duty shall be 
to take minutes of their proceedings, to preserve their journals and 
records, to attest the public acts of the body, and faithfully to de- 
liver into the hands of his successor all books and papers, relative to 
the concerns of the Convention, which may be in his possession. 
It shall also be his duty to give due notice to each Minister and 
Vestry of the time and place appointed for the meeting of the suc- 
ceeding Convention. 


ARTICLE VII. 


In all matters which shall come before the Convention, the 
Clergy and Laity shall deliberate in one body; and in voting, the 
Clergy shall vote by individuals, and the Laity by congregations ; 
and when more than one Church or Chapel shall be united under 
one Vestry, and shall have been so united and recognized by the 
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Convention, prior to the last Wednesday in September, in the year 
of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and fifty-nine, the Dele- 
gate or Delegates of such Vestry only shall be entitled to a vote for 
each Church or Chapel; and a majority of votes of the two orders 
jointly shall be decisive; but if in any case it be required by five 
votes, the two orders shall vote separately in the manner aforesaid, 
and the concurrence of a majority of each order shall be necessary 
to constitute a decision. In the case of electing a Bishop, the two 
orders shall always vote separately, agreeably to the mode last pre- 
scribed. 


ARTICLE VIII. 


The mode of altering this Constitution shall be as follows: A 
proposition for an amendment shall be introduced in writing and con- 
sidered in the Convention ; and, if approved of, shall lie over to the 
next Convention, and, if again approved of in such next Conven- 
tion, by a majority of the two orders voting thereon separately, the 
change shall take place, and the Constitution so altered shall be 
valid and obligatory.

CANON I. 
A List to be made of Ministers in the Diocese. 


Within one week before the meeting of every Convention of this 
Diocese, the Bishop, or, in case there be no Bishop, or of his inability 
or disability to act, then the Standing Committee of the Diocese, 
shall prepare, or cause to be prepared, a list of all the Ministers of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church canonically resident in this Dio- 
cese, annexing the names of their respective Cures or Parishes, or 
Stations as Missionaries, or of the Colleges, Academies, or other 
Seminaries or incorporated Charitable Institutions in which they 
are engaged ; or in regard to those who are not engaged in Parishes, 
Missions, or Institutions of learning, as above, their places of resi- 
dence only ; but no Clergyman while suspended from the Ministry 
shall have a place on the said list. Such list shall be recorded by 
the Secretary of the Convention in a book to be kept for that pur- 
pose, and be prefixed to the Journal. 


CANON II. 


Of the Members of the Convention and the Evidence of their Rights to Seats. 


Sec. 1. A list of the names of all Clergymen entitled to seats in 
the Convention, under Article III. of the Constitution, shall be pre- 
pared by the Bishop, or in case there be no Bishop, or of his inabil- 
ity or disability to act, then by the Standing Committee. Said list 
shall be laid before the Convention on the first day of meeting, and 
shall be presumptive evidence of a right to a seat of all those whose 
names appear thereon. 
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Sec. 2. In case the right of any Clergyman of this Diocese to a 
seat in the Convention shall be disputed or claimed, it shall be de- 
termined according to the provision of the third Article of the Con- 
stitution by the Convention itself, 


Sro, 3. The Secretary of the Convention shall record in a book, 
to be provided by him, and kept in accordance with the Canon of 
the General Convention, entitled ‘‘ General Regulations of Ministers 
and their duties,” ali certificates that shall be transmitted to him in 
accordance with said Canon. 

In case of a contested right to a seat in the Convention of any 
Clergyman who shall have been elected to any Church or Parish in 
this Diocese, after the passage of this Canon, the evidence of settle- 
ment shall consist in the said record; or in the production to the 
Convention of the certificate required by this Section, to be recorded 
as aforesaid, together with a certificate of the Bishop or of the 
Standing Committee, of his or their being satisfied that the person 
so chosen is a qualified Minister of this Church, 


Src. 4. Every Minister who may be received into this Diocese 
shall procure from the Bishop, or, in case of his disability or inabil- 
ity to act, from a majority of the clerical members of the Standing 
Committee, duly convened, a certificate. that he has been received 
into this Diocese in compliance with the Canon of the General Con- 
yention. And before he shall be entitled to a seat in the Conven- 
tion, he shall transmit such certificate to the Secretary, to be recorded 
in the book mentioned in the preceding Section. And in case of 
the contested right to a seat in the Convention of any Minister who 
may be received into this Diocese, the production of such record, or 
of such certificate, or of the Secretary’s written acknowledgment. 
of his receipt of the same, shall be presumptive evidence of regular 
admission, and the certificate, if not previously recorded, shall there- 
upon be recorded by the Secretary in the said book. 


‘Sec. 5. In case of acontested right to a seat in the Convention 
of a Clergyman claiming such right by virtue of his being employed 
as a missionary under the direction of this Convention, the evidence 
of such employment shall consist in the written certificate of the 
Bishop ; or, in case.of a vacancy of the Episcopate, or of the inabil- 
ity or disability of the Bishop, in the written certificate of the Chair- 
man. of the Missionary Committee of the Diocese. 


Src. 6. In case of a contested right to a seat in the Convention, 
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of a Clergyman claiming such right, by virtue of his being engaged 
as a Professor or Instructor of Youth in a College, Academy, or 
General Seminary of Learning, duly incorporated, the evidence of 
his connection with such College, Academy, or Seminary shall con- 
sist in the written certificate of the President or Secretary of such 
Corporation that he is so employed. 


Src. 7 (1.) Lay Delegates from Churches having Vestries shall 
be appointed by the Vestry, at a regular meeting, held according to 
law. . 


(II.) The evidence of the appointment of a Lay Delegate froma 
Church having a Vestry shall be a certificate signed by the Rector 
of the Church and by the Clerk of the Vestry. If there be no 
Rector, or if the appointment shall have been made at any legal 
Vestry meeting held in his absence, then such certiticate shall state 
that fact, and shall be signed by the Warden who presides at the 
meeting at which such Delegate is appointed, and also by the Clerk 
of the Vestry. ‘The certificate must show upon its face that the 
appointment has been made in accordance with all the requirements 
of the Canons, and shall certify that the Delegate is a Lay member, 
entitled to vote for Wardens and Vestrymen of the Church which 
he is appointed to represent. 


(III.) The evidence of appointment of a Lay Delegate from a 
Church having no Vestry shall be a certificate signed by the Min- 
ister of such Church, or by the officer who presides at the meeting 
of the congregation by which he was appointed, and also by the 
Clerk or Secretary of such meeting. The certificate shall state the 
time and place of the election, and shall certify that the person 
appointed has been duly chosen by such Church or congregation as 
a Lay Delegate ; that he is a Lay member of such Church or con- 
gregation, and has been such member for at least twelve months 
next preceding the time of his appointment, and that the election 
was held in accordance with all the requirements of the Canons. 


(IV.) No other certificate or evidence of appointment of any 
Lay Delegate than such as is above required shall be allowed or. 
received. 


Sec. 8. No Lay Delegate from a Church having a Vestry shall be 
entitled to a seat in the Convention, unless he be entitled to vote for 
Wardens and Vestrymen of the Church which he is appointed to 
represent. 
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SEC, 9. A copy of the seventh and eighth sections of this Canon 
shall be transmitted annually by the Secretary of the Convention to 
every Church in this Diocese in union with the Convention, together 
with a blank printed form of certificate of appointment of Lay 
Delegates, and the notice which he is required by the Constitution to 
give of the time and place appointed for the meeting of the succeed- 
ing Convention. 


Sec. 10. It shall be the duty of the Clerks of the Vestries of the 
Parishes which have been admitted into union with this Conven- 
tion, immediately after the appointment of the Lay Delegates to the 
Diocesan Convention, to certify their election to the Secretary of 
the Convention in the form prescribed by Sections 7 and 8 of this 
Canon. From the certificates thus received, the Secretary shall 
prepare a list of Lay Delegates for use in the organization of the 
Convention. 


Sec. 11. The presence of at least thirty Clergymen entitled to 
vote in the Convention, and of Delegates from at least thirty con- 
gregations, shall be necessary to the transaction of business—except 
that a smaller number may adjourn from day to day. 


Src. 12. If the President ex-officio of the Convention is not 
present at its opening, the Secretary of the Convention shall call to 
order the members present, when the senior presbyter present 
entitled to a seat in the Convention shall take the chair, and shall 
preside until a President be elected, as provided by Article V. of the 
Constitution. 


Src. 13. The Secretary of the Convention, under the direction 
of the Bishop, or, in case of his absence or inability to act, or of a 
vacancy in the Episcopate, under the direction of the Standing 
Committee, shall call over the names of the Clergy entitled to seats. 


Src, 14. He shall call the names of the Lay Delegates whose elec- 
tion has been certified to him, in pursuance of Section 10 of this 
Canon. The President shall then appoint a committee of three 
persons, to whom shall be referred the credentials of the Lay Dele- 
gates, who shall report upon the correctness of the roll made by the 
Secretary. 3 


Sxc, 15. A quorum, which shall consist of thirty Clergymen and 
Delegates from thirty Congregations, being present, the President, 
ex-officio, if present, shall declare the Convention duly organized. If 
he be absent, or unable to act, the temporary President shall direct 
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that the m2mbers proceed to vote for a President, as provided 
in Article V. of the Constitution, which election shall be by ballot, 
unless dispensed with by the unanimous vote of the members pres- 
ent. The President, being elected, shall declare the Convention 
organized for business. | 


Src. 16. The Convention shall then proceed to the election of a 
Secretary and Treasurer of the Convention, by ballot, unless dis- 
pensed with by the unanimous vote of the members present. The 
Secretary shall appoint two assistants, and announce their names to 
the Convention. 


Sec. 17. The existing Rules of Order, so far as they are appli- 
cable to the preliminary proceedings for the organization of the 
Convention, shall be deemed in force for that purpose; and the said 
Rules of Order, except such of them as prescribe the mode of alter- 
ing the same, shall regulate the proceedings after the organization, 
until altered by the Convention. 


CANON IIL 
Of the Call of the Convention. 


Unless it be otherwise directed by the Convention, the mode of 
giving notice of the meeting of any Convention shall be by an ad- 
vertisement of the time and place of such meeting, signed by the 
Secretary, and published in three of the public papers, or Church 
journals, printed in the Diocese of New York. Whenever, under 
the provisions of the Constitution, a Special Convention is called 
for any particular purpose, it shall be the duty of the Secretary, in 
the notice thereof, to specify such purpose. 


CANON IV. 


Of the Admission of a Church as a Parish into Union with the Church in this- 
Diocese, and Maintaining such Union. 


Sec. 1. Every Church or congregation desiring admission as a. 
Parish into union with the Church in this Diocese shall present a. 
written application therefor to the Convention, together with a copy 
of the resolution of the Vestry or of the congregation authorizing: 
such application ; in which resolution the said Church, by its Vestry 
or congregation, shall agree to abide by, and conform to and observe: 
all the Canons of the Church, and all the rules, orders, and regula- 
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tions of the Convention ; which copy shall be duly certified by the 
presiding officer of the Vestry, or of the meeting of the congregation 
at which the resolution was adopted, and also by the Clerk of the 
Vestry or Secretary of the meeting ; and shall be authenticated by 
the seal of the corporation. 

The said application shall also be accompanied by the Certificate 
of Incorporation of the Church, duly recorded, or a copy thereof, cer- 
tified by the officer whose duty it may be to record or to file the same ; 
and also by a Certificate of the Bishop, or, in case of his absence, or 
of his inability or disability to act, or of a vacancy in the Episcopate, 
of the Standing Committee, that he or they approve of the Incorpo- 
ration of said Church, and that such Church, in his or their judg- 
ment, is duly established. 

Every Church or congregation applying for admission shall pro- 
duce satisfactory evidence that not less than twenty-five persons, 
members of such Church, have habitually, for at least one year pre- 
ceding such application, attended divine service in such Church or 
congregation. 

The Certificate of Incorporation of every Church incorporated 
under any Act of the Legislature of the State of New York, save the 
General Act of April 5, 1813, and the Amendments thereto, shall 
declare upon its face that the Church or congregation is a Protest- 
ant Episcopal Church, and that it is forever to continue such, in 
communion with the Protestant Episcopal Church in the State of 
New York. 


‘Src. 2. (I.) No application for the admission of a Parish into 
union with the Church in this Diocese shall be considered or acted 
upon at any meeting of the Convention, unless the same has been 
transmitted to the Secretary of the Convention at least thirty days 
before the meeting of the Convention, 


(11.) It shall be the duty of the Secretary of the Convention, at 
least thirty days before the meeting of the Convention, to deliver to 
_ a Committee, to be annually appointed (to be called the Committee 
on the Incorporation and Admission of Churches), all applications 
for admission into union which shall have been received by him, to 
be by such Committee examined, considered, and reported upon to 
the Convention. 


Sec. 38. Whenever any Parish in union with this Convention 
shall neglect for three years in succession to make w Parochial Report, 
no missionary report being made on its behalf, and shall not, dur- 
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ing the same period, have employed a Clergyman as its Parish Min - 
ister, nor requested of the ecclesiastical authority to have the ser- 
vices of a Missionary, such Parish shall be regarded as having for- 
feited its connection with the Convention, and shall no longer have 
a right to send a Delegate or Delegates to the same. 

The Bishop shall report such Parish to the Convention in his 
Annual Address. 

Such Parish, however, may be re-admitted, upon application to 
the Convention,. accompanied by a report of its condition, and on 
such terms as shall appear just; such re-admission to take effect 
from and after the rising of the Convention consenting to such 
admission, 

: CANON V. 


Of the Secretary of the Convention. 


Sec. 1. In addition to the constitutional provisions concerning 
the Secretary, it is hereby declared that this officer shall be chosen 
by ballot after viva voce nominations of the Candidates, and shall 
continue in office until a new election is made. 


Sec. 2. He shall transmit annually to each of the Bishops of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States, and to the Sec- 
retary of the last House of Clerical and Lay Deputies in the Gen- 
eral Convention, and to the Secretary of every Diocesan Convention, 
a copy of the Journal of the Convention; and shall request the last 
to send copies of their respective Journals in exchange. 


Sec. 3. He shall also transmit to every General Convention, in 
addition to the documents mentioned in the Canons of the General 
Convention, wv certificate to be signed by himself, containing a list 
of the Clergymen in this Diocese, and the amount of funds paid or 
secured to be paid (distinguishing them) to the General ‘Lheological 
Seminary, together with the nomination of Trustees of that Semi- 
nary; and also a like certificate of the appointment of Clerical and 
Lay Deputies. | 


Sec. 4. Any expense incurred by a compliance with the third 
section of this Canon shall be paid out of the Diocesan Fund. 


Sec. 5. Whenever there shall be a vacancy in the office of Sec- 
retary of the Convention, the duties thereof shall devolve upon one 
of the Assistant Secretaries in the order of their appointment, if 
there be one; if not, upon the Secretary of the Standing Com- 
mittee. | 
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CANON VI. 
Of the Treasurer of the Convention. 


SEc. 1. At every stated Convention there shall be chosen by 
ballot a Treasurer of the Convention, who shall remain in office 
until the next stated Convention, and until a successor is appointed. 
It shall be his duty to receive and disburse all moneys collected 
under the authority of the Convention, and of which the collection 
and distribution shall not be otherwise regulated. 


SEc. 2. His accounts shall be rendered annually to the Conven- 
tion, and shall be examined by a Committee acting under its au- 
thority. 

SEc. 3. In case of a vacancy in the office of Treasurer, it shall 
be supplied by an appointment to be made by the Standing Com- 
mittee; and the person so appointed shall continue to act until an 
appointment is made by the Convention. 


CANON VIL. 
Of Parish Registers and Parochial Reports. 


Sgc. 1, Every Minister in charge of a Parish in this Diocese shall 
keep a Register of Baptisms, Confirmations, Communicants, Mar- 
riages, and Funerals within his Cure. 


Sec. 2. The record shall specify the name and time of birth of 
each child baptized, with the names of the parents and sponsors ; 
the name of each adult baptized; the name of each person con- 
firmed; the names of the parties married; with the names of the 
witness or witnesses required by the civil law; the name of each 
person buried; and also the time when each rite was performed. 
These Registers shall be kept by the Minister in a book to be pro- 

vided for that purpose, belonging to the Vestry of each Church; 
which book shall be the Parish Register, and shall be preserved by 
the Vestry as a part of the records of the Cnurch. 

The list of Communicants shall embrace al] within his Cure as 
nearly as can be ascertained, and he shall also keep a list of the fami- 
lies and adult persons in his Cure, as far as practicable. 


Sec. 3. Every Minister of this Church shall present, or cause to 
be delivered, on or before the first day of every Annual Convention, 
to the Bishop of the Diocese, or, when there is no Bishop, to the 
President of the Convention, a statement of the nnmber of Baptisms, 
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Confirmations, Marriages, and Funerals ; and of the number of Com- 
municants in his Parish or Church, and of all other matters that 
may throw light on the state of the same. 


Src. 4. In every case where a Parish is without a Minister, 
the Register contemplated by this Canon shall be kept by some per- 
son appointed by the Vestry for that purpose; and the annual 
Parochial Reports shall be presented or forwarded to the agi by 
the Wardens of the Parish. 


CANON VIII. 
Of Preparing a Report on the State of the Church. 


A Committee of the Convention of this Diocese shall be appointed 
at the stated meeting of the same next before every stated meeting 
of the General Convention, in accordance with the Canon* thereof, to 
assist the Bishop in preparing a report of the state of the Church in 
this Diocese, and a np of the Clergy, to be presented to the General 
Convention. 


CANON IX. 
Concerning Elections. 


Elections by ballot, when required by these Canons, may be dis- 
pensed with by a unanimous vote of the Convention. And when an 
election is by ballot, a majority of the votes in each order shall be 
necessary to a valid election. 


CANON X. 
Of Deputies to the General Convention. 


Sec. 1. The Convention shall, at each second regular annual 
meeting next succeeding a stated meeting of the General Conven- 
tion, elect by ballot four Clergymen and four Laymen to act as 
Deputies from this Diocese to the General Convention. It shall 
also elect by ballot four Clergymen and four Laymen, as Provisional 
Deputies, to act in the case hereinafter mentioned; which Depu- 
ties and Provisional Deputies shall hold their respective stations 
until successors are appointed, and shall be Deputies, or Provisional 
Deputies, for any General Convention which may be held during 
their continuance in office. 


Sec. 2. Should a vacancy occur by resignation, removal from 


* Canon XVII., Sec. 5, Title I. 
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the Diocese, death, or otherwise, among the Deputies or Provisional 
Deputies, between the stated times of election, the vacancy shall be 
supplied by any Convention, during or poniet to which such vacancy 
shall occur. 


Sxc. 3. It shall be the duty of the Deputies elect to signify to 
the Bishop, at least two days before the meeting of the General 
Convention, their acceptance of the appointment, and their inten- 
tion to perform its duties; in default of which the Bishop shall des- 
ignate, from the list of Provisional Deputies, so many as may be 
necessary to ensure, as far as practicable, a full representation of the 
Diocese. And the Bishop shall in hke manner designate from the 
same list of Provisional Deputies one or more, as the case may be, 
to supply any deficiency in the representation of this Diocese which 
may in any way occur. And the person or persons so designated 
by the Bishop, being furnished with his certificate thereof, shall 
have all the power and authority of Deputies duly elected by the 
Convention. 


SEC. 4. In case of a vacancy in the Episcopate, or the inability 
of the Bishop to act, the power-conferred upon the Bishop by this 
Canon shall be exercised by the Standing Committee. 


CANON XI. 
Of Deputies to the Federate Council. 


At every stated Convention there shall be an election by ballot 
of eight Clergymen and eight Laymen to serve as Deputies at any 
meeting of the Federate Council that may be held before the next 
Annual Convention of the Diocese. And in case of a vacancy by 
death or otherwise among the Deputies so elected such vacancy 
shall be filled by the Bishop. 


CANON XII, 
Of the Standing Committee. 


So. 1. At every stated Convention a Standing Committee shall 
be elected by ballot, to consist of four Clergymen and four Lay- 
men. Vacancies in said Committee, occurring by death or other- 
wise, shall be supplied by the concurrent vote of the Clerical 
members and Lay members of the Committee. 


Sec. 2. In case of a vacancy in the Episcopate, or the inability or 
disability of the Bishop, the powers and duties to be performed by 
16 
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the Bishop in matters of discipline shall be performed by the Stand- 
ing Committee, except in those cases where such powers and duties 
are or may be specially delegated to, or enjoined upon, the Clerical 
members of said Committee ; in which cases such powers and duties 
shall be exercised by said Clerical members alone; provided, that 
no sentence shall be pronounced on a Clergyman but by a Bishop. 


Sec. 3. The record of all proceedings upon a presentment of a 
Clergyman shall be preserved by the Standing Committee, and for 
that purpose shall, after a final decision, be delivered to their Secre- 
tary. | 

Src. 4. Should a stated Convention, from any cause, not be held 
at the appointed time, or if such Convention should be held, but no 
election be made, pursuant to Section: 1 of this Canon, then the last 
Standing Committee elected shall continue to perform the duties of 
the office until a new election takes place. 


CANON XIII. 
Of Vacant Parishes. 


Whenever a Parish becomes vacant, it shall be the duty of the 
Vestry to give immediate notice thereof to the Bishop. 


CANON XIV. 
Of the Establishment of New Places of Publie Worship. 


In places where the Church is already established, no new Par- 
ish shall be formed, or new Church or Chapel be established, or new 
congregation be gathered, nor shall the site of any existing Church, 
Chapel, or congregation be changed without the written consent of 
the Bishop of the Diocese and the formal approval of the Standing 
Committee. But such action of the Standing Committee shall not 
be taken until previous notice has been given by its Secretary to 
the Rectors and Vestries of the three Churches or congregations 
whose places of public worship shall be nearest to the site proposed 
for the new place of worship, and until at least one month has been 
allowed such Rectors and Vestries to present any objections they 
may have. ; 

In places where the Church is not established, the written con- 
sent of the Bishop of the Diocese, acting by and with the advice 
and consent of the Standing Committee, shall be sufficient. for the 
formation of a new Parish. 
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CANON XV. 
Of the Episcopal Fund. 


Sec. 1. The fund for the support of the Episcopate in this 
Diocese, now provided, together with that which may be hereafter 
contributed or acquired, and-any accumulation accruing from the 
investment thereof, shall be intrusted to the Corporation entitled 
“The Trustees of the Episcopal Fund for the Diocese of New 
York,” incorporated by an Act of the Legislature of the State of 
New York, passed May 14, 1845. The Trustees composing said 
corporation shall be five in number, who shall be appointed by and 
shall hold their offices during the pleasure of the Convention, and 
-all vacancies occurring in their number shall be filled by the Con- 
vention. 


Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of every Rector or Minister having 
charge of a congregation in this Diocese to cause an annual collection 
or contribution to be made by said congregation in aid of the fund 
for the support of the Episcopate; and in the case of a vacant Par- 
ish, this duty shall devolve on the Wardens and Vestrymen. The 
amount of each annual collection or contribution shall be paid to 
the Treasurer of the Trustees of the Episcopal Fund, and shall be 
reported by the Trustees to the Convention at the next stated meet- 
ing thereof, after such collection or contribution shall have been 
made, and shall be entered on its Journals. 


Sec. 3. So long as the income of the fund is inadequate to the 
support of the Episcopate, and an annual assessment shall be made, 
under the authority of the Convention, for supplying the deficiency 
therein, the payment of such assessment by a Parish shall be con- 
sidered asin lieu of the collection enjoined by Section 2 of this 
Canon. 


Sro. 4. All moneys belonging to the said fund shall be loaned by 
the said Trustees upon security of real estate, or invested in stocks 
of the United States, or of any of the States, or of the City of New 
York, at their discretion, and also in such other securities as may 
be recommended unanimously by the Trustees and approved by a 
vote of the Convention. Andall securities and investments shall be 
taken or made in their corporate name above mentioned, and they 
shall have power, from time to time, to change such investments 
A statement, exhibiting the condition of the said fund and securities 
together with all receipts and disbursements, shall be reported to the 
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Convention at every stated meeting thereof, signed by the Trustees, 
or a majority of them. 


CANON XVI. 
Of the Diocesan Fund. 


SEC. 1. Every congregation in the Diocese shall pay to the Treas- 
urer of the Convention, on or before the Day of its annual meeting, 
such a per cent. on the amount of the salary of its Clergyman as 
shall have been ordered by the preceding Convention, to provide for 
necessary expenses. 


Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer of the Convention 
toretain annually out of this fund one dollar for each Clergyman in 
the Diocese. ‘The moneys thus retained shall. be paid by him to the 
Treasurer of the General Convention at each meeting of the same. 


Sec. 3. A copy of this Canon shall be transmitted annually to 
every Church in the Diocese by the Secretary of the Convention. 


CANON XVII. 
Of Contributions for Church Objects. 


Sec. 1. In every Parish of the Diocese provision shall be made 
whereby its members may make offerings, by collections and other- — 
wise, as often as the needs of the Church shall require, for the support 
of its objects, particularly its missionary work at home and abroad, 
the education of young men for the sacred Ministry, and those other 
religious and charitable objects which have been commended to the 
care of the Church by the General Convention, or by the Convention 
of the Diocese ; and it shall be the duty of the Clergyman in charge to 
give due notice to the congregation of the time and purpose of such 
offerings, and also to call their attention to the importance and claims 
of the respective objects to which the offerings are to be applied. 


Src. 2. The business of distributing all funds that may be raised 
under this Canon, for the education of young men for Holy Orders, 
is hereby committed to the incorporated society styled ‘‘The Prot- 
estant Episcopal Society for Promoting Religion and Learning in 
the State of New York,” which shall make a full annual report to 
the Convention of the application of all moneys paid into its treasury 
under the provisions of this Canon, or by the Treasurer of the Con. 
vention from any source, 


SEC. 3. So far as relates to the offerings or contributions of 


¢ 
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Parishes within the City of New York, it is hereby declared that the 
New York Protestant Episcopal City Mission Society and the New 
York Protestant Episcopal Church Missionary Society for Seamen 
in the City and Port of New York are to be reckoned among the 
Church charities for which provision is to be made, so that each 
congregation in the City of New York shall make annual contribu- 
tions to one of these Societies. ; 


CANON XVIII. 
Of the Diocesan Missionary Society. 


Sec. 1. All members of the Church in this Diocese shall be con- 
sidered as constituting the Diocesan Missionary Society. 


Sze. 2. (I.) The Missionary Work of the Diocese shall be con- 
ducted by a Diocesan Board of Missions. 


(II.) ‘The Convention shall be the Diocesan Board of Missions, 
sitting as such as often as the business of the Board may demand. 


Seco, 3. (I.) The Diocese shall be divided into five Archdeacon- 
ries, to be named respectively : 


1. The Archdeaconry of New York, comprising the County of 
New York. 


_ 2 The Archdeaconry of Richmond, comprising the County of 
Richmond, 


3. The Archdeaconry of Westchester, comprising the Counties 
of Westchester, Putnam, and Rockland. 


4. 'The Archdeaconry of Orange, comprising the Counties of 
Orange, Ulster, and Sullivan. 


~ 


5. The Archdeaconry of Dutchess, comprising the County of- 
Dutchess. 


(II.) The members of each Archdeaconry shall be the Clergy 
canonically resident within its limits, with three Lay Delegates from 
each Parish, elected in the same manner as the Delegates to the 
Diocesan Convention. It shall be the duty of each Archdeaconry 
[1] to search out the religious needs of its own district, and to con- 
duct and provide for such Missionary Work as may be undertaken 
by it, within its own limits, and to apportion among the several 
Parishes the amount necessary to be raised for the same; [2] to 
ominate to the Bishop, for his appointment, all Missionaries and 
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other agents of the Archdeaconry, and to fix their salaries; [3] to 
have full management of its funds; [4] to provide that careful 
statistics as to the population and condition of communities and 
the results of Missionary Work be collected and preserved, ~ 


(III.) The Executive Officer or Archdeacon of each Archdeaconry 
shall be nominated by the Bishop, and confirmed by the Archdeaconry 
at a regular meeting, and shall continue in office until his successor 
be appointed. It shall be his duty [1] to superintend all Missionary 
Work conducted by the Archdeaconry ; [2] to have direction of all 
Itinerant Clergy and Associated Missions; [3] to make full and 
regular reports of the same to the Archdeaconry ; and [4] in the 
absence of the Bishop to preside at all meetings. | 


(IV.) Each Archdeaconry shall adopt its own by-laws, elect 
annually its Secretary and Treasurer, and make before the Annual 
Meeting of the Board of Diocesan Missions a full report of its year’s 
work to the Board of Managers hereinafter described. 


Src, 4. (I.). There shall be a Diocesan Board of Managers, which 
Board shall also be the Missionary Committee cf the Diocese of New 
York, consisting of the Bishop, the five Archdeacons, Secretaries, 
and Treasurers, and also five Clergymen and five Laymen, elected 
by ballot at the Annual Meeting of the Diocesan Board of Missions. 


(II.) It shall be the duty of this Board of Managers [1] to de- 
cide, with the approval of the Bishop, what proportion of the whole 
sum voted by the Diocese shall be raised by and what. proportion 
shall be expended by each Archdeaconry ; [2] to devise general plans 
for making Mission Work more effective, and developing a greater 
Missionary interest throughout the. Diocese; [3] to send to the 
Diocesan Board of Missions, at its annual meeting, a report con- 

taining the following items : 


a. Statement of Missionary Work done since last report. 
b. The names of the Missionaries and Stations. 


c. An account of Annual Receipts and Expenditures, comprising 
all amounts received and disbursed by each Archdeaconry. 


_ d. A list of the Parishes contributing, and of the sums con- 
tributed by each Parish to Diocesan Missions. 


e. An estimate of the amount of funds needed for the Missionary 
Work of the Diocese for the ensuing year, and a schedule of assess- 
ments upon the several Parishes. 
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[III.] Seven members of the Board of Managers, at a regularly 
called meeting, two of whom shall be Archdeacons, shall constitute 
a quorum for the transaction of business. In the absence of the 
Bishop, one of the Archdeacons present shall be elected by the 
meeting to preside. 

CANON XIX. 
Of the Fund for Aged and Infirm Clergy. 


SEc. 1. Five lay Trustees shall. be appointed annually by the Con- 
vention, who, with the Bishop, shall constitute a Board to be called 
the Trustees of the Fund for Aged and Infirm Clergymen. 


Src. 2. Vacancies occurring in the number of the above-named 
five lay Trustees, by death, resignation, or otherwise, during the 
recess of the Convention, may be supplied by the remaining ‘rus-. 
tees. 

Src. 3. It shall be the duty of the said Trustees to assume the 
management and care of the following funds: 


1st. The fund now provided for the relief of Aged and Infirm 
clergymen of the Diocese, together with that which may hereafter be 
contributed or acquired, and any accumulation accruing from the 
investment thereof. 


2d. A fund to be hereafter contributed or acquired for the relief of 
Widows and Children of Deceased Clergymen of the Diocese, together 
with any accumulation accruing from the investment thereof. 


3d. A fund to be hereafter contributed or acquired for the pur- 
pose of facilitating the effecting of Life Insurance by Clergymen of 
the Diocese, together with any accumulation accruing from the in- 
vestment thereof. 


Src. 4. It shall be the further duty of the said Trustees to receive 
applications for relief or assistance from any persons entitled to 
receive aid from either of the funds above mentioned, and to apply 
such relief or assistance as follows: 


1st. As to the fund for Aged and Infirm Clergymen, to apply 
such relief or assistance on the principles of, and subject to, the 
limitations indicated in the report of the Special Committee made 
to the Annual Convention of 1841,* and subject also to such other 


* <¢(q) Legacies and donations to be invested as a permanent fund ; the 
proceeds to be applied annually, if needed, under the direction of the Bishop 
and three lay Trustees, to be elected by the Convention at each stated meeting.

2d. As to the funds for the Widows and Children of Clergymen, 
and for facilitating the effecting of Life Insurance by Clergymen, to 
apply such relief or assistance on the principles of, and subject to, 
the limitations laid down by the regulations adopted by the Annual 
Convention of 1886, and subject also to such further rules and regu- 
lations as said Trustees, with the approbation of this Convention, 
shall from time to time adopt. 


Sec. 5. A collection shall be made annually in every congre- 
gation in this Diocese, on the annual Thanksgiving Day, or on the 
Sunday next before or next following. 

This collection and all other contributions to these objects shall 
be transmitted. to the Treasurer of the said Board of Trustees. 

All donations and legacies received by said ‘Treasurer shall, in 
the absence of the special designation of one or other of the three 
funds, be apportioned equally among the said three funds. The 
annual collection, herein provided for, shall, in the absence of 


If the whole or any part of the annual revenue of said fund be not needed, in 
any year, it might be considered thenceforth as part of the capital. 

‘*. , . (b) Another . . . source of income will be found, it is presumed, 
in annual contributions to be made by all the congregations in the Diocese, on 
some day previously notified. 

‘* With regard to the limitations under which relief should be applied, your 
Committee are aware that much must be left to the discretion of the trustees. 
... In regard to these limitations, the Committee would suggest : 

“1. That relief should be confined to those whose circumstances are actu- 
ally straitened, and who have been actively engaged in parochial or kindred 
labors during a large part of their ministerial lives. 

“2. It should not be so administered as to supersede on the part of parishes 
the duty of making provision for the support of their pastor when too aged or 
infirm to continue his ministry ; and should therefore be confined, in the case 
of parish clergymen, to cases in which the parish has signified, through the 
Bishop, its inability or indisposition to make such provision to an adequate 
extent. : 

‘¢3. It should not be extended to clergymen who have near relatives in 
affluent circumstances, unless there be satisfactory evidence that such relatives 
are unwilling to discharge the duty of providing for those of their own house- 
hold. 

‘‘4, In deciding between conflicting claims, preference should be given 
ceteris paribus to those who have been longest employed within the Diocese in 
ministerial duty.” 
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special designation of any portion thereof by the donors, be applied 
by said ‘Trustees to the fund for the Widows and Children of Clergy- 
men. ‘The ‘Treasurer shall keep a separate account of each of the 
said three funds, and all moneys not wanted for current use shall be 
invested and held in trust by the said Trustees. 


SEC. 6. The said Trustees shall elect their own Chairman, T'reas- 
urer, and Secretary. 

They shall meet at least twice in each year, and shall keep min- 
utes of their proceedings, which shall be submitted to the Convention 
of the Diocese whenever called for, 


CANON. XX. 
Of the Trial of a Clergyman not being.a Bishop. 


Whenever any Minister of this Diocese, not being a Bishop 
thereof, shall become ‘liable to presentment and trial,” under the 
provisions of any Canon of the General or Diocesan Convention, 
the mode of proceeding in this Diocese shall be as follows, viz. : 

So. 1. The trial shall be on a presentment in writing, addressed 
to the Bishop of the Diocese, specifying the offences of which the 
accused is alleged to be guilty, with reasonable certainty as to time, 
place, and circumstances. Such presentment may be made by the 
major part in number of the members of the Vestry of any Church 
of which» the accused is a Minister, or by any three Presbyters of 
this Diocese entitled to seats in the Convention, or as hereinafter 
mentioned. Whenever, from public rumor or otherwise, the Bishop 
shall have reason to believe that any Clergyman is under the im- 
putation of having been guilty of any offence or misconduct for 
which he is liable to be tried, and that the interest of the Church 
requires an investigation, it shall be his duty to appoint five persons, 
of whom three at least shall be Presbyters, to examine the case; a 
majority of whom may make such examination; andif there is in 


their opinion sufficient ground. for presentment, shall present the 


Clergyman accordingly. 


Src. 2. A presentment being made in any one of the modes 
above prescribed, the Bishop, if the facts charged shall not appear 
to him to be such as constitute an offence, may dismiss it; or if it 
allege facts, some of which do and some of which do not consti- 
tute an offence, he may allow it in part and dismiss the residue, or 
he may permit: it to be amended. When it shall be allowed in 
whole or in part, the Bishop shall cause a copy of it to be served on 
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the accused, and shall also nominate twelve Presbyters of this Dio- 
cese, entitled to seats in the Convention, and not being parties to the 
presentment, and cause a list of their names to be served on the 
accused, who shall, within thirty days after such service, select five 
of them, and notify their names in writing to the Bishop; and if he 
shall not give such notification to the Bishop within the said thirty 
days, the Bishop shall select five, and the Presbyters so selected shall 
form a Board for the trial of the accused, and shall meet at such 
time and place as the Bishop shall direct, and shall have power to 
adjourn from time to time, and from place to place (but always 
within this Diocese), as they shall think necessary. 


Src. 3. A written notice of the time and place of their first 
meeting shall be served at least thirty days before such meeting on 
the accused, and also on one of the persons making the present- 
ment. 


Sec. 4. If, at the time appointed for the first meeting of the 
Board of Presbyters, the whole number of five shall not attend, then 
those who do attend may adjourn from time to time; and if, after 
one adjournment or more, it shall appear to them improbable that 
the whole number will attend within a reasonable time, then those 
who do attend, not being less than three, shall constitute the Board, 
and proceed to the trial, and a majority of them shall decide all 
questions, 


Sec. 5. If a Clergyman presented shall confess the truth of the 
facts alleged in the presentment, it shall be the duty of the Bishop 
to proceed to pass sentence; and if he shall not confess them before 
the appointment of a Berra for his trial, as before mentioned, he 
shall be considered as denying them. 


Sec. 6. If a Clergyman presented, after having had due notice, 
shall not appear before the Board of Presbyters appointed for his 
trial, the Board may nevertheless proceed as if he were present, un- 
less for good cause they shall see fit to adjourn to another day. 


Sec. 7. When the Board proceed to the trial, they shall hear such 
evidence as shall be produced, which evidence shall be reduced to 
writing, and signed by the witnesses respectively ; and some officer, 
authorized by law to administer oaths, may, at the desire of either 
party, be requested to administer an oath or affirmation to the wit- 
nesses that they will testify the truth, the whole truth, and nothing 
but the truth, concerning the facts charged in the presentment. If 
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on or during the trial, the accused shall confess the truth of the 
charges, as stated in the presentment, the Board may dispense with 
hearing further evidence, and may proceed at once to state their 
opinion to the Bishop as to the sentence that ought to be pro- 
nounced. 


SEc. 8. Upon the application of either party to the Bishop, and 
it being made satisfactorily to appear to him that any material wit- 
nesses cannot be procured upon the trial, the Bishop may appoint a 
Commissary to take the testimony of any such witness. Such Com- 
missary may be either a Clergyman or a Layman, and the party so 
applying shall give to the other at least s¢a days’ notice of the time 
and place of taking the testimony. And if the person on whom the 
notice shall be served shall reside more than forty miles from the 
place of examination, an additional day’s notice shall be given for 
every additional twenty miles of the said distance. And both par- 
ties. may attend and examine the witness, and the questions and 
answers shall be reduced to writing, and signed by the witness, and 
shall be certified by the Commissary, and enclosed under his seal, and 
transmitted to the Board, and shall be received by them as evidence. 
A witness examined before such Commissary may be sworn or 
affirmed in manner aforesaid, 


Src. 9. The Board having deliberately considered the evidence, 
shall declare in a writing signed by them, or a majority of them, 
their decision on the charges contained in the presentment, distinctly 
stating wkether the accused is guilty or not guilty of such charges, 
respectively, and also stating the sentence which in their opinion 
should be pronounced ; and a copy of such decision shall be, without 
delay, communicated to the accused; and the original decision, 
together with the evidence, shall be delivered to the Bishop, who 
shall pronounce such canonical sentence as shall appear to him to be 
proper, provided the same shall not exceed in severity the sentence 
recommended by the Board; and such sentence shall be final. Before 
pronouncing any sentence, the Bishop shall summon the accused ° 
and any three or more of the Clergy to meet him at such time as 
may in his opinion be most convenient, in some Church to be desig- 
nated by him, which shall for that purpose be open at the time to 
all persons who may choose to attend, and the sentence shall then 
and there be publicly pronounced by the Bishop. But the Bishop, 
if he shall be satisfied that justice requires it, may grant a new trial 
to the accused, in which case a new Board of Presbyters shall be ap- 
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pointed, the proceedings before whom shall be conducted as before 
mentioned, ; 


Src. 10. All notices and papers contemplated in this Canon may 
be served by a summoner or summoners, to be appointed for the 
purpose by the Bishop, and whose certificate of such service shall be 
evidence thereof. In case of service by any other person, the facts 
shall be proved by the affidavit of such person. <A written notice or 
paper delivered to a party, or left at his last place of residence, shall 
be deemed a sufficient service of such notice or paper. 


Src. 11. The defendant may have the privilege of appearing by 
counsel ; in case of the exercise of which privilege, and not other- 
wise, those who present shall have also the like privilege. 


CANON XXI. 
Concerning Alterations in the Canons and Additions thereto. 


No proposed alteration of, or addition to, the Canons shall here- 
after be considered by the Convention, unless at least one day’s pre- 
vious notice be given thereof in open Convention ; nor, unless by 
unanimous consent, until such alteration or addition shall have been 
referred to and reported upon by a Committee of at least two Pres- 
byters and two Laymen. Nor shall such alteration or addition be 
adopted, during the same Convention, if two-thirds of the votes of 
both orders, taken separately, shall not concur therein; but in such 
case the same (unless negatived by a majority of the members 
present) shall lie over for consideration until the next annual meet- 
ing of the Convention. 


CANON XXII. 
Repealing Former Canons. 


All former Canons of this Convention are hereby repealed. 
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RULES OF ORDER. 


I, Every Convention shall be preceded by the Celebration of the Holy Com- 
munion and the Annual Address of the Bishop, or a Sermon, as the Bishop shall 
appoint ; after which, the Bishop taking the Chair, the order of procedure shall 
be as follows : 


1. The Secretary, under the direction of the Bishop, or, in case of his ab- 
sence or inability to act, or of a vacancy in the Episcopate, under the direc- 
tion of the Standing Committee, shall call over the names of the clergy en- 
titled to seats. 

2. He shall call the names of the Lay Delegates whose election has been 
certified to him in pursuance of Canon II., Section 9. The President shall then 
appoint a Committee of three persons, to whom shall be referred the creden- 
tials of the Lay Delegates, who shall report upon the correctness of the roll 
made by the Secretary. 

3. A constitutional quorum (thirty Clergymen and thirty Delegations) be- 
ing present, the President shall declare the Convention organized for business, 
which shall proceed in the following order : 

4, Reading of the Rules of Order. 

5. The election of a Secretary and Treasurer, the former of whom shall 
have power to appoint two Assistant Secretaries. 

6. The appointment of five Standing Committees by the President : 


(1.) On the incorporation and admission of Churches—to consist of one 
Clergyman and two Laymen, which Committee may report at any 
time during the session of the Convention, in order, 

(2.) On the Diocesan Fund, two Clergymen and two Laymen, with the 
Treasurer. 

(8.) On the Treasurer’s Report, three Laymen. 

(4.) On the General Theological Seminary, two Clergymen and three Lay- 
men. 

(5.) On Canons, at least two Clergymen and two Laymen, 


7. The appointment of Inspectors of Elections: one Clergyman and one 
Layman for the Clerical Votes, and one Clergyman and one Layman for the 
Lay Votes—for the Standing Committee, the Deputies and the Provisional 
Deputies to the General Convention, and the Missionary Committee, 

8. The Receiving and Referring, when necessary, of Reports, other than 
those of Special Committees, which may have been handed in to the Secretary. 

9. Miscellaneous business. 
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II. On the second day, the order of business, after Morning Prayer, shall 
be: 


. Reading and approving of the Minutes. 

. Receiving certificates of Lay Delegates not present before. 

. Calling over the names of members not present on the first day. 
. Admission of Parishes into union with the Convention. 

. Reception of the Clergy and Lay Delegates of the same. 

6. Annual Address of the Bishop, unless he should prefer another time for 
its delivery. If so, it shall be at any time in order, ‘ 

7. The election of the Standing Committee, the Deputies, and the Provisional 
Deputies to the General Convention and the Missionary Committee. 

8. The apppointment of the Trustees of the Fund for Aged and Infirm 
Clergymen, and supplying vacancies, if any, in the Trustees of the Episcopal 
Fund. 

9. Report of the Secretary, when any business has been committed to that 
officer. 

10. Report of the New York Protestant Episcopal Mission Society.  ‘ 

11. Report of the Missionary Committee of the Diocese. 

12. Report of Society for Promoting Religion and Learning. 

13. Report of Trustees of the Episcopal Fund. 

14. Report of the Trustees of the Fund for Aged and Infirm Clergymen. 

15. Report of the Standing Committee on the Treasurer’s Report. 

16. Report of the Standing Committee on General Theological Seminary. 

17. Report of the Standing Committee on the Diocesan Fund. 

18. Report of the Committee on Canons, 

19. Reports of Special Committees. 

20. Miscellaneous business. 
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III. On the third and any subsequent day, the order of business, after Morn- 
ing Prayer, shall be: 


. Reading and approval of the Minntes, 

. Receiving the certificates of Lay Delegates not present before. 
. Calling the names of members not present before. 

. Reports not presented the preceding day, in order. 

. Miscellaneous business, 
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IV. If the prescribed order of business on any dayshould not have been 
gone through with, the first business the succeeding day shall be the matters 
which had not been reached on the preceding day, and in the order for that 
day prescribed ; this rule shall not apply to miscellaneous business. 


V. If the President ex-officio is not present at the opening of the Convention, 
the Secretary shall call the Convention to order, when the senior Presbyter 
present, being entitled to a seat, shall take the chair; and in such case, im- 
mediately after the organization of the Convention, a President shall be elected, 
by ballot, from among the Clergy. 


VI. Before the rising of the Convention, the Minutes of the last day’s pies 
ceedings shall be read and approved. 
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VII. The Bishops of the Protestant Episc pal Church, Clergymen belong- 
ing in this Diocese, but not entitled to seats in this Convention, Clergymen of 
other Dioceses, Professors and Students of Theology in the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church, and all persons holding any office or trust under the Convention, 
if not members, shall be admitted to the sittings of the Convention. 


VIII. The hours of each day’s session shall be from 10 A.M. to 1 P.M., and 
from 2 to 5 P.M., and, when ordered by the Convention, from 74 to 10 P.M. 


IX. The mode of conducting the stated elections by ballot shall be as 
follows: ; 


The Secretary shall call the names of the Clergy and of the Parishes entitled 
to vote, who, as called, are to present their several ballots for each office to be 
filled to the appropriate inspectors, whose duty it shall be to take charge of 
the same, keeping a poll list of the votes, and, as soon as practicable, to canvass 
the same, and report the result thereof to the Convention. If on any such 
report it should appear that no valid election has been made in respect to all 
or any of the offices to be filled, the poll shall again be opened, for the purpose 
of filling those which may remain vacant; and if, on such second attempt, the 
purpose shall not be accomplished, the balloting may be resumed at the discre- 


_ tion of the Convention. 


X. No motion shall be considered as before the Convention unless seconded, 
and, when required, reduced to writing. 


XI. When a question is before the Convention, no motion, except as here- 
inafter provided, shall be received, but to Jay it on the table—to postpone it 
indefinitely—to postpone it to a certain time—to commit—or.to amend it ; 
which motion shall have precedence in the order named. But a motion to 
strike out the word ‘‘ Resolved” shall have precedence of a motion to amend, 
and, if carried, shal] be equivalent to a rejection of the resolution. 


XII. All amendments shall be considered in the order in which they are 
received. When a proposed amendment is under consideration, a motion to 
amend the same may be made; no after-amendment to such second amendment. 
shall be in order, But when an amendment to an amendment is under consid- 
eration, a substitute for the whole matter may be received. No proposition on 
a subject different from that under consideration shall be received under color 
of a substitute. 


XIII. A motion to lay on the table shall be decided without debate. 


REN Erosion to adjourn shall always be in order, when no member is 
speaking, and shall be decided without debate. 


XV. The mover may withdraw a motion or resolution at any time before 
decision or amendment, in which case it shall not be entered upon the 
minutes, 


XVI. If a question under debate contains several distinct propositions, the 
same shall be divided at the request of any member, and a vote taken sepa- 
rately, 
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XVII. No member may speak more than twice on the same question with- 
out leave of the Convention, nor more than once in any case until every mem- 
ber choosing to speak shall have spoken. 


XVIII. Every member present shall vote whenever a question is put, unless 


excused by the Convention on account of his being personally interested in the 
result, or for other cause. 


XIX. The vote shall be taken by ayes and noes, and by orders, whenever 
called for by five members. 


XX. In taking the vote by orders, it shall be the right of any member of a 
delegation who may dissent from the vote of the majority of the delegation to 
have the fact of his dissent recorded on the minutes. 


XXI. A question being decided, shall not be reconsidered during the same 
session without the consent of two-thirds of the members present, nor without 
the motion for that purpose being made by one of the majority on the first 
decision. No question shall be reconsidered more than once. 


XXII. All Special Committees shall be appointed by the President, unless 
otherwise ordered. 


XXIII. The reports of all Committees shall be in writing, and shall be 
received, of course, without motion for acceptance. They shall be entered on 
the minutes, unless otherwise ordered. If recommending or requiring any 
action or expression of opinion by the Convention, they shall be aCCOnt Res 
by a resolution, or resolutions, for its consideration. 


XXIV. When a member is called to order by the President, or by another 
member, he shall immediately sit down, unless permitted to explain. All 
questions of order shall be determined in the first instance by the President ; 
but any member may appeal from any decision of the Chair; and on such 
appeal, no member shall speak more than once without leave of the Con- 
vention. 


XXV. The prescribed order of business shall not be departed from, nor shall 
any rule of order be suspended, unless by a vote of two-thirds of the members 
present ; nor shall any be changed or rescinded without one day’s previous 
notice of a motion to that effect. 


XXVI. The majority of a quorum shall always be required to elect any 
officer. |
